JOHN 1. MALONEY PUTS A BULLET 
NEAR HIS HEART. 


Democratic Saloonkeepers, After a 
Brawl in the Former’s Drinkshop, 
Become the Principals in a Tragedy 
—Eighth Ward Politician Said the 
Nineteenth Ward Committeeman 
Hed Accused Him of Serving «a 
Prison Term—Assailant Locked Up.

The Nineteenth Ward was the scene of a 
shooting affray last night in which one sa- 
loonkeeper and Democratic politician was 
the victim of a murderous bullet fired by 
another. 

The man who was shot was John P. Hard- 
ing, Democratic committeeman from the 
Nineteenth Ward, who keeps a saloon at 167 
Blue Island avenue. John I. Maloney, a 
Democratie politician from the Eighth 
Ward and a party henchman of Alderman 
John Powers, did the shooting. The bullet 
passed through the right arm and lodged in 
the vicinity of the heart. There is danger 
that Harding may die. 

The shooting took place at 7:80 o'clock. 
It was the result of an alleged false report 
that Maloney asserts Harding had circu- 
lated about him. It followed a wrangle ot 
nearly an hour’s duration. Maloney, it 
seems, was under the influence of liquor at 
the time. After the shooting he was arrest- 
ed, and at Maxwell Street Station he admit 
ted to Captain Wheeler that he fired the 
shot. He was somewhat sobered from the 
effect of the shooting, but was not in a con 
dition to give many additional particulars.

Maloney returned from the Knights of 
Pythias encampment and annual meeting 
on Friday night. Yesterday afternoon he 
visited a race track, and late in the afternoon 
he called at Harding's saloon.

Madrid, Spain, Oct. 23.—[Copyright, 1897, 
by the Press Publishing Company, New 
York World.]—Spain’s reply to the note of 
the United States hinting at mediation in 
Cuba and requesting an answer before the 
end of this month was placed today in the 
hands of the American Minister here, Gen- 
eral Woodford. The draft of the reply made 
by Foreign Minister Gallon was unanimous- 
ly approved yesterday by the Cabinet. 

The communication is courteous in tone, 
but very determined in rejecting the sub- 
stance of the American note. Spain reso- 
lutely asserts her determination to settle 
the Cuban question herself without foreign 
assistance or interference of any kind. fhe 
declines to fix any date fpr the pacification 
of Cuba, which she proposes to bring about 
as she sees fit by force of arms and by po- 
litical reforms culminating in autonomy 
combined. 

While regretting the losses and damages 
the insurrection has inflicted on foreign res- 
idents, Spain argues that it would not have 
happened if international law had been ob- 
served by the United States especially.

Before Harding could reply Maloney puiled 
a revolver from his pocket and, pointing it 
directly at Harding’s side, fired one shot. 
Harding was standing three feet away, be- 
hind the bar, and with his right side toward 
his assailant. The shot passed through his 
arm and penetrated the region of the heart. 
Harding fell to the floor and his two bar- 
tenders rushed to his assistance. 

Physicians were summoned and found the 
wounded man unconscious. He was taken 
to the Presbyterian Hospital. The surgeons 
there said his chances for life were slight.

Makes No Effort to Escape. 

Following the shooting Maloney walked to 
the door and then back again. He made no 
effort to escape. He was taken into cus- 
tody. To Captain Wheeler at the Maxwell 
Street Station he expressed regret for his 
deed. He said the shot was fired while he 
was under the influence of liquor. He had 
no intention of killing his victim. He said 
he had not been in the penitentiary nor 
served any sentence. This report did him an 
injustice, and made him mad with anger. 

During the evening Maloney’s wife called 
at the station to see him. He refused to 
give her any particulars, and asked her to 
go home, telling her that everything would 
come out all right. 

Detectives at the Maxwell Street Station

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QUAKERS TAKE REVENGE. 


GIVE LAFAYETTE A BAD BEATING IN 
A FIERCE CONTEST. 


Wipe Out the Memory of the Game of 
Last Year, When the Eastern Eleven 
Took Penn Into Camp—Over 15,000 
People See the Contest on Franklin 
Field — Unusual Perféction Shown 
im Attack and Defense — Three 
Touciidowns the First Half. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 28.—[Special.]— 
Pennsylvania whipped Lafayette today by 
the overwhelming score of 46 to 0, Revenge 
for the defeat of last year was of stupen- 
dous proportions. Both teams were battling 
for high stakes, the red and blue to wipe out 
a memory that rankled and burned; the 
Eastonlans to maintain the prestige won last 
season mainly by virtue of this very notabte 
victory. 

Lafayette was outmatched, outplayed, bat- 
tered to a standstill by one of the fastest, 
flercest, and most formidable elevens that 
ever lined up on a college gridiron, 

Pennsylvania played a superb game of 
football. There were more than 15,000 people 
around the turf inclosure, one of the greatest 
crowds that ever swept into Franklin Field, 
and it is remarkable that while the score 
shows how one-sided was the course 
of the game, the play was sensa- 
tional, thrilling, and on the whole uncom- 
monly interesting. This was largely due to 
the exhibition of the Quakers in the wonder- 
ful perfection of their attack and defense 
and the finished quality’of their work. 

In the first half the Quakers rolled up 
sixteen points in three touchdowns. Every 
one knew this was in no uncertain tones the 
beginning of the end, but there was yet a 
chance that Lafayette might score, or keep 
her foemen down to thirty points. But the 
hurricane was yet in the formation stage.

VICTORY FOR ILLINOIS. 


VARSITY DEFEATS PURDUE AND 


MEDICS SHUT OUT IOWA. 


Indiana Eleven Is Overwhelmingly 
Beaten at Champaign, the Score 
Ending 34 to 4—Chicago College of 
Physicians and Surgeons Plays a 
Great Game Against Iowa State Uni- 
versity—Largest Crowd Ever Seen 
on Illinois Field Watches the Game 


Champaign, III., Oct. 23.—[{Special.]—Illi- 
nois annihilated {ts old rival Purdue on IIIi- 
nois Field this afternoon, defeating the 
Hoosiers 34 to 4. From the first kick-off 
Purdue was totally outclassed, but made a 
plucky fight to hold the score down. 

The largest and most enthusiastic crowd 
ever assembled on Illinois Field saw the rout 
of the Hoosier team, and 500 Purdue rooters, 
who had come over from Lafayette to cheer 
their men to victory, satin silence. 

Captain Billy’’ Moore was the only 
Purdue man to play the game. All the 
home men showed up well, but the work of 
Enochs, Captain Sweeney, and Johnston was 
especially brilliant. 


Use the Princeton Wedge. 


Illinois’ best play was the Princeton re- 
volving tandem, which was used with deadly 
effect throughout the game. The Hoosiers’ 
tackles were powerless against it. Illinois’ 
defensive work was also strong. 

Purdue was stopped once on the seven- 
yard line when it seemed sure of getting a 
touchdown, 

Both sides made repeated fouls, Purdue 
was penalized six times for offside play and 
once for interfering with a player attempt- 
ing a fair catch. Illinols was penalized once 
for the latter offense, and was guilty of 
three offside plays. 

Each side made one star play. Captain 
Moore saved his team from a shutout in the 
early part of the second half by a fine run. 
Purdue had obtained the ball at the center of 
the field on a punt. Twice they bucked the 
lines in vain, then the ball was passed to 
Moore. Somehow he slipfed between 
Branch and Coffeen, left Enochs, Shules, 
and Johnston behind him, and neatly dodged 
Forbes, who was the only one left. He 
crossed the line directly under the posts 
after a run of fifty-five yards, but missed 
the goal. 

Soon after Coffeen made a far better run 
than Moore's. Just after a Purdue kickoff 
Forbes kicked the ball high up in the air. 
Moore attempted to catch the oval, but mis- 
judged and muffed it. Coffeen retained his 
presence of mind and grabbed the ball just 
as it fell from Moore’s arms, and sprinted 
up the fleld for a clear field of seventy-five 
yards and a touchdown. 


Illinois Kicks Off. 

Illinois kicked off to Gobin, who punted 
back from the 25-yard line to Shuler at the 
40-yard line. Illinois was twice awarded ten 
yards for offside play, and then set its ma- 
chine in motion, sending Enochs over the 
line after four minutes’ play. Shuler kicked 
goal. Purdue kicked off to Shuler at the 30- 
yard line, and bucking tactics were im- 
mediately resumed. Johnston, Forber, and 
Enochs carried the ball forward three to ten 
yards at a time, but a fumble gave Purdue 
the oval on its own 25-yard line. 

After two attempts to gain Moore punted 
to the center of the field, where Forbes 
dropped on the ball. Illinois went to work 
bucking again, and without losing posses- 
sion of the oval sent Enochs over the line for 
the second time, after eleven minutes of 
play. Shuler kicked the goal, leaving the 
score 12 to 0, 

Purdue then held IIlinois for downs. In 
an attempt to go through the center Moore 
lost a yard and was next held at a stand- 
still on a tackle play. Illinois failed to be 
fooled by a fake kick, and took the ball. 
Two offside plays by Purdue and a 25-yard 
run by Shuler after a criss-cross left the 
ball near Purdue’s goal. Half a dozen tackle 
plays and Johnston had e ed the line. 
Goal was kicked, and the scott was 18 to 0. 
Time for the half was called soon after. 


Keep on Scoring. 


Von Iven muffed the kickoff at the open- 
ing of the second half and Hall got the 
ball on the thirty-yard line. Purdue could 
not gain, however, and Illinois took the 
pigskin. Enochs made thirty yards around 
the end, Johnston, Forbes, and an offside 
play yielded ten each, and plain bucking cov- 
ered the remaining distance. Johnston 
crossed the line after five minutes’ play and 
goal was kicked. Score, 24 to 0. 

Then came Purdue's score. Forbes re- 
turned the kickoff to the center of the field, 
where Purdue was held twice without gain. 
Then Moore made his long run and touch- 
down. Forbes kicked off, but Purdue could 
not gain, so Moore punted. Forbes returned 
the kick and Sears, who caught it, was 
downed at the ten-yard line by Coffeen. 

, Illinois immediately took the ball on downs 
and Johnston made another touchdown, 
from which no goal was kicked. Score, 
28 to. 4. 

, After Purdue’s next kickoff came Coffeen’s 
run and the last score of the game. Pur- 
due kicked off again, but Illinois rushed the 
ball right back. With a minute to play 
Shuler tried for a goal from the field, but 
missed by about two feet. Time was called 
immediately after.

Indians Deprived of One Score by the 
Official~Make a Hard Fight and sur- 
prise the New Haven Men by Mak- 
ing a Goal from the Field and a 
Touchdown—Their Gains All Made 
Through the Line of the Blue—Red 
Men Favorites from Start.

New York, Oct, 28.—[Special.]—" Lo, the 
poor Indian, humble though he be, plays 
eleven Yale men and the referee.’’ 

At least, this ig the way the crowd sang 
it at the Polo grounds this afternodn. It 
may or may not have been true. On all oc- 
casions the referee of the Yale-Carlisle foot- 
ball game was spectacular in his movements 
and dress. On some occasions he was spec- 
tacular in his decisions. 

It was a beautiful game, nevertheless. It 
was hard and cléan and earnest, and was 
marked by extremely pretty plays on both 
sides. The Indians confined themselves 
mainly to what they knew of honest, 
straightforward football right shrough the 
Yale line. ; 

Yale, too, played a live game mostly until 
the latter part of the second half, when they 
began to drive around the ends. The last 
touchdown resulted mainly from this kind 
of work. 

The Indians had much the worst of the 
punting until Bemus. Pierce, the Captain 
of the red men, took to dropping back for 
kicks. Then the Indians gained almost five 
yards on every punt. 

Red Men Favorites. 

The game began at 3:28, although it was 
advertised for 8 o'clock. A light wind blew 
from the north. Yale won the toss and 
chose the wind and the sun. The red men 
were favorites from the kick off. 

At 8:26 Hudson drove the ball to Kiefer, 
who ran it up twenty yards. The little halt 
back was then sent into the line, but failed 
to get in. gers gained five yards through 
right tackle. 1 

The Indians got the ball in midfield and the 
crowd began to whoop. Yale’s center was 
tried repeatedly without a gain until the 
Indians lost the ball on downs. Finding 
their efforts unavailing the Indians punted 
to Yale’s five-yard line when McBride fell on 
the ball. Yale punted to midfield and there 
was scrimmage after scrimmage. Yale be- 


gan to hammer the Indian tackles, but with- 


out much success, | 

Kiefer finally went through right tackle 
for three yards, and Rodgers for a like dis- 
tance. -By repeated rushes the ball was car- 
ried up to the Indians’ five-yara line. Then 
two rushes carried it over the line, Benjamin 
making the touchdown. Cadwalader kicked

On the center play there was an exchange 
of punts and line plays that resulted in noth- 
ing in particular, until McBride, the Yale 
full back, punted the ball away into Indian 
territory.

Just at the 
chalk mark both Hudson and Benjamin 
pitched headlong for the ball, There was a 
wild tangle of Yale men and Indians, and 
when it dissolved the referee gave the ball 
to Yale. Then there were howls and cat- 
calls and hisses of derision from the epecta- 
tors. x 

Indians Become Disheartened. 

This decision seemed to temporarily dis- 
hearten the Indidns. As a result Yale 
rushed the ball up to the five-yard line. and 
then sent Kiefer over for a touchdewn, 
from which Cadwalader kicked a goal.

The Indians now hammered Yale’s center, 
but a few minutes later time was called for 
the first half, with the ball on the Indians’ 
five-yard line.

University Belongs to Centuries. 

Professor Hutchins, the first speaker, told 
of his regret that President Angell was not 
present. The fact that a club exists in Chi- 
cago composed of university men he re- 
garded as a matter most significant. 

The university,’’ he said, is not a thing 
of the day. It belongs to centuries. As 
early as colonial days the people began to 
take measures for the establishment of uni- 
versities, and then they were in the hands 
of the people. It was a dream of Washing- 
ton that a great institution should be es- 
tablished at the National Capital, and he 
provided for it in his will.“ 

The later tendency of the colleges to fall 
into the hands of denominations he regard- 
ed as not altogether fortunate; but the de- 
velopment of the university of more recent 
years is again placing the powers and facili- 
ties of education in the hands of the people. 
This he considered the beginning of the real 
university life, which must be for the people. 


Dr. Vaughn Is Humorous. 

Dr. Victor C. Vaughn, the dean of the 
medical faculty of the University of Mich- 
igan, told several felicitous stories. He 
gave a rapid review of the growth of the in- 
stitution he represented from the time it 
was founded, in 1888. He had learned with 
a great amount of pleasure that from 1870, 
when the first systematic effort was made to 
advance the educational requirements, the 
number of students had in the 
same ratio. 

“ By this I have concluded,” he continued, 
“that the young men of this country are 
willing to undertake any reasonable amount 
of labor, to undertake any reasonable amount 
of expense to get a thorough education in 
their chosen science.“ 

Professor Richard Hudson, the dean of the 
literary faculty, was introduced as “the 
bachelor of the faculty.“ He said: 

“If I were asked what university life is 
doing in the largest degree to benefit the 
nation I would say that it is in bringing the 
experience of the world to the solution of 
modern problems. And I am giad that so 
many of your number are devoting their 
time and energies to the grand work of your 
cities, and the working out of the welfare of 
your country.“ 


Thomas Nelson Page Speaks. 

Thomas Nelson Page was introduced by 
Mr. Boutell in a spirited speech in which 
he paid a glowing tribute to the brilliant 
Southern writer, a direct descendant of Vir- 
ginia’s old war Governor, General Thomas 
Nelson. 

Mr. Page spoke for his alma mater, the 
University of Virginia. He related the in- 
teresting history of its founding by Jeffer- 
son, who devoted the last third of his life 
to it and finally saw it firmly established. 

I do not see so much in the papersof the 
University of Virginia as I might wish. 
But it has been said that it was the parent 
university in this country. Its honored sys- 
tem was established firmly, and it remains 
to this day a bulwark of learning. 

The Rt.-Rev. A. 8. Leonard, Bishop of 
Utah, was a most entertaining speaker. His 
alma mater, he said, was Dartmouth. He, 
too, was proud of the institution which he 
had attended and the good work that was 
being done by her sons the country over. 

„Indeed, he said, there is nothing to 
me more encouraging than to see these 
strong young men from Dartmouth and 
other colleges and universities everywhere 
pushing forward to assist in performing the 
great work of elevating the nation and in 
sharing with others the benefits they have

Day by day 
the gall and bitterness of the contest enter 
more and more into the relation of regular 
toward independent and of independent 
toward regular. 

As to the basis of the claims of the man- 
agers of the respective factions that their 
tickets will win at the polls, Tammany be- 
lieves Van Wyck will win because Greater 
New York is normally Democratic by a 
large majority; because the public has 
wearied of what some style “ alleged re- 
form ’’; because the Raines law is unpop- 
ular; because the tax rate has been in- 
crease; because of division in the Repub- 
lican ranks; and because, as alleged, 
George’s strength has been absurdly ex- 
aggerated. 

The straight Republicans say that the 
normal Demceratie majority is only about 
50,000 in the four counties of New York, 
Kings, Queens, and Richmond, and George 
will get at least 80,000—probably 100,000— 
votes, which will come almost entirely from 
the Tammany forces, while Low's vote will 
be much less than is claimed, and, of its 
total, fully half will come from Democrats 
who fear Tammany’s ascendancy, but do 
not want George. Much is also hoped for 
from the support of Democrats who fear 
the effect Van Wyck’s or George's election 
would have on the currency issue in national 
politics. 

Low's supporters profess. confidence be- 
cause of reported defection from Tammany; 
because of objection to what is called boss 
rule and machine politics; because of 
eareful canvasses before and since Low's 
acceptance; and because of the record, per- 
sonal and political, of Columbia’s President. 

The George men base their hopes on the 
showing of their candidate in 1586, on the 
support of the Bryan forces, and on the 
discontent with Tammany methods.

Tom Johnson Writes Many Songs 
for Henry George. 


USES OF TROLLEY CARS. 


New York, Oct. 23.—[Special.]—The voters 
of Greater New York have become the tar- 
get of every device already known to poll- 
ticlans and dozens of new machines of cam- 
paign warfare to enlist their sympathies, 
arouse their prejudices, and woo their votes. 
The intensity of the campaign has siimu- 
lated invention and novel means are used 
which even Mark Hanna never thought of 
and would bulge with envy tosee. The very 
latest thing, perhaps, in campaign methods 
is the trolley car, but everything that will 
amuse or make a point is being fully utilized, 
from the vitascope to the old scheme of cam- 
paign songs. : 

These features, which are, perhaps, in- 
cidental in a great campaign, nevertheless 
form the most, picturesque part of it and to 
a person not vitally interested in the result 
they appeal the most strongly of any. 

The first originators of these new features 
of campaigning were the members of the 
Citizens’ union. Early In the canvass, very 
soon after Seth Low was nominated, they 
instituted a series of educational lectures 
with a sgtereopticon attachment. The 
viciousness. of boss rule was portrayed in 
vivid pictures thrown on the canvas and a 
speaker would explain to the audience the 
meaning of the figures and the pictorial 
represetitation would do the rest. 

But after the Cits,”’ as they are familiar- 
ly called by the rude and uncultivated, had 
spent $100,000 on their educational lec- 
tures they decided to abandon them and 
give cartoon exhibitions, in which Tam- 
many, Platt, and George are shown to be dic- 
tators, menaces to good government, and. 
in short, perfectly horrid.’’ From now 
until election they will give these stereopti- 
con cartoon exhibitions in sixty diffcrent 
places. They have rented halls and screen 
places all over town. 


Fun with Colonel Gardiner. 


Colonel Gardiner's recent expression about 
reform is going to be made a point for at- 
tack by the Citizens’. Twenty-one different 
slides showing Gardiner in various poses 
and bearing the Inscription, *‘ To Hell with 
Reform,“ have been prepared. 

On some of these plates are these ins¢rip- 
tlons: “ What Are You Going to Do About 
It?’—T weed, 4871. To Heli with Reform! 
Colonel Gardiner, 1897.“ Grady Outdone— 
To Hell with Reform.“ What Do Lou 
Say? The City for the People or to Hell 
with Reform?’ “ Blacksmiths Cry for It 
To Hell with Reform.” Are You with 
Tammany? Then to Hell with Reform!” 
The Secret Told—To Hell with Reform!“ 

On the other hand, Seth Low appears on 
the slides as Hercules going to kill the tiger, 
and again in knickerbockers, leaving the 
plow and taking up his flintlock as the mod- 
ern minute man. 

The Citizens’ magic lantern shows also rep- 
resent the reform police force saving women 
from unruly street cars and children from 
runaway horses. 

But Tammany has its stereopticon, too, 
which doesn’t sleep nights, and it repre- 
sents these same cops arresting respectable 
women and taking bribes. 

The Tammany Campaign committee has 
intrenched its stereopticons and vitascopes 
in Broadway, opposite Herald square; in 
Broadway, below Thirty-fourth street; at 
Sixty-sixth street and the Boulevard; at 
Twenty-third street and Highth avenue; at 
Tammany Hall, and in Abingdon square, 


Republicans Are More Solemn. 


Between cartoons pictures of Tammany’s 
candidates are thrown out on the screen for 
public inspection. 

The Republicans have attempted to be 
awfully solemn, and the leaders have gone 
around wearing a crisis air, but the activity 
of their opponents has caused them to un- 
bend, and they announce that they, too— 
more properly me, too,“ in deference: to 
Mr. Platt--will gve free picture shows.

There 
is a blank wall at Forty-second street and 
Broadway, against which the Cits . had 
prepared to throw their most telling 
pictures. They got everything ready and 
were only waiting for darkness, the time 
when all foulest deeds are done. But at the 
Hotel Metropole on the same corner are the 
headquarters of Tom Dunn, the Tammany 
candidate for Sheriff, and there a wicked 
plot was hatched. And when the Cits' truck 
bearing their picture-throwing apparatus 
arrived in the evening to begin business a 
Tammany stereopticon was throwing repre- 
hensible Tammany cartoons on the Cits’ 
— clean screen. This was done on Tues- 

ay. 

On Wednesday night the Cits tried again 
and found the place unoccupied. With great 
glee they filled the screen with a cartoon of 
Croker, showing the boss in horrible lines.

MERCHANTS GUILTY OF THEFT. 


Prominent Georgia Business-Men Must 
Pay Fines and Work in the 
Chain Gang. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., Oct. 23.—Ten men 
prominent in the business and social cir- 
cles of Dalton, Ga., were today found 
guilty of receiving stolen goods and sen- 
tenced to pay fines ranging from $25 to 
$1,000 each and to serve one year in the 
chain gang. They are: G. M. Cannon, T. P. 
Peeples, J. H. Bender, Anderson Giddens, 
Clee Combee, G. W. Horan, W. B. “arson, 
J. Kirke Farrar, Ed Roberts, and Jesse 
Langston. 

During the last three weeks eighteen rob- 
bers, charged with systematically looting 
cars on the Southern railway during a period 
of five years, have been tried and found 
guilty. The ringleader, Walter Bohannon, 
was convicted in five cases and was today 
sentenced by the court to ten years in the 
penitentiary. His gang, Tom Kinneman, 
Ben Pearce, Sam Painter, Luke White, Bill 
Long, and Ed Morris, the latter colored, 
received sentences from three years to one 
year. Jim Parry, a member of the gang 
who turned State’s evidence and gave the 
gang away, was not sentencéd, and it is 
probable that under the recommendation of 
the superintendent of the Southern railway 
he will be released or his sentence will be 
very light. 


STREET RAILWAY IN TROUBLE. 


Receiver Will Be Appointed for the 
Bloomington and Normal 
System.

a loomington, III., Oct. 23.—- [Special. 
Judge Myers in the McLean Circuit Court 
today announced that he had decided to 
appoint a receiver for the Bloomington and 
Normal Street railway system. He stated 
that he would wait a few days for the vari- 
ous parties in interest to agree upon a re- 
ceiver, and if they could not agree within 
this time upon a receiver he wouid him- 
self name a receiver. The case has been 
before the court for sveral months. The 
road is bonded for nearly $500,000, which 
is fully,four times what the property ts 
worth. The system has for some years 
been under the contfol and management of 
ex-United States Senator Patterson. Its 
affairs ate very badly complicated. The 
Patterson syndicate have been trying in 
vain to mise money to meet interest and 
other fixed charges.

ADVISES SHEEHAN TO FLY 


Charge That Citizens Are Being 
Blackmailed. 


ROAST FOR SENATOR PLATT.

New York, Oct. 23.—{Special.]—Henry 
George is still after Boss Croker and is grow- 
ing more emphatic every day. When he read 
Mr. Croker's defense of himself today he 
wasn’t satisfied. It did not answer the im- 
portant question, “‘ How did he get it?“ 

„One thing is certain in my mind,” sald 
Mr. George. Directly or indirectly Croker 
got his money from the pockets of the tax- 
payers of the City of New York. When I 
am Mayor 1 will find out, and if he can be 
brought within the law I will do all I can 
to send him to the penitentiary.” 

„Mr. Sheehan I include with Mr. Croker. 
He is his superintendent. When Croker 
came back he assumed full control. He 
named his man, and no one dared say a word 
against him. I also think it would be the 
best thing for Mr. Sheehan to leave this 
country for his health and go to some place 
where there is no extradition treaty. 

Everything shows that Mr. Croker was 
the boss of Tammany Hall while he was 
abroad.“ 

“Then you really belleve Croker con- 
trolled Tammany Hall from the other side?“ 
was asked. 

For the first time during the campaign 
Mr. George lost his temper. 

Everything shows that,” he replied, “a 
man is a fool to think otherwise. Sheehan 
was his manager and superintendent. If I 
am elected I shall take prompt measures to 
ferret out this matter. I will allow no 
guilty man to escape, and, by the eternal, 
I'll do as I said.”’ 

In a speech tonight in Westchester Mr. 
George said that Mr. Croker has conducted 
a blackmail shop, where the people in the 
name of Democracy have been robbed. Those 
who have wealth even now are being black- 
mailed. 

„I heard of one corporation today,” he 
said, that had to pay $50,000 in order to 
help defeat me in the coming election. Even 
the judiciary has been blackmailed.“ 


How Croker Gets It. 


Mr. George then went on to say that a 
blackmail of $35,000 was levied on each Su- 
preme Judge of the State to insure their 
elections. Every one of the Judges of the 
Supreme Court with the exception of Roger 
A. Pryor, he said, was compelled to pay this 
blackmail to Tammany Hall.

Mr. George concluded his address at 9 
o'clock, and twenty minutes later he ar- 
rived at the hall at King's Bridge. 

The hall was packed to its utmost, and 
crowds of people waited on the sidewaik, 
trying to get a peep at Mr. George. Every 
few minutes a hurricane of enthusiasm would 
spread over the crowd, and cheer after cheer 
was given for George. The din was so great 
when George entered the hall that the music 
of the band was drowned. Mr. George then 
repeated his attack on Croker. 


Worth Prods Senator Platt. 


Jake Worth is doing all he can also to 
make the campaign a warm and con- 
tribute to the gayety of politics. renewed 
his attack on Senator Platt today and his 
charges against the national administration.

Tonight a telegram came from Washington 
to General Cowin, the exact nature of which 
he declines to divulge, but the result is his 
prospective trip to St. Paul. 5 

Rumors of the postponement have been 
numerous of late about headquarters in this 
city and at the Federal Court, but could be 
traced to no definite source, and all ar- 
rangements for the sale were made.

PARTY REVOLUTION IN HAVANA. 


New National Organization May Be

Havana, via Key West, Fia., Oct. 2 
Several members of the Union Constitutional 
party who do not approve of the poliey 
adopted towards Licutenant General Wey- 
ler by the President of the party, the Marquis 
of Apezteguia, who had accepted autonomy 
for Cuba in recent declarations in Madrid, 
have issued a call for a mass-meeting of all 
the members of the party, to be held on 
Monday next, for the purpose of outlining 
the party’s future policy. It is understood 
that the dissolution of the party wil! be urged 
380 as to form a national organization. 

Official advices from Remedios report that 
Mayai Rodriguez has crossed from Havana 
Province, near Placetas, with a force of 300 
men. Of this number, according to advices, 
100 were suffering from malaria and desired 
to surrender to the authorities, and their 
leader, in order to prevent them from 
carrying out their designs, had disarmed 
them and compelled them to marchin the 
center of his band. 

According to official reports many insur- 
gents surrender daily to the authorities in 
the Remedios District. The officials al- 
lege that the insurgents in the district are 
almost without clothes or food, and that 
there is much sickness among them. 


MISS CISNEROS AT WASHINGTON 


Twelve Thousand People Cheer the Cu- 


ban Heroine and Karl Decker, 
Her Rescuer. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 23.—Miss Cossio 
y Cisneros, the Cuban girl who escaped from 
prison in Havana, and her rescuer, Karl 
Decker, were tendered a reception tonight 
by the Washington friends of Mr. Decker. 

Convention Hall, where it took place, was 
crowded, 12,000 persons being present. 
Corporal James Tanner, ex-Commissioner of 
Pensions, presided, and presented Miss Cis- 
neros and Mr. Decker, who were greeted with 
cheers. Speeches were made by Corporal 
Tanner and ex-Senator Call. 

It was announced that Mr. Decker had been 
commissioned a Brigadier General in the 
Cuban army. 


FRENCH MINISTRY ASSAILED. 


Socialists Charge the Government with 
Being Responsible for the 
Price of Bread. 


Paris, Oct. 23.—In the Chamber of Deputies 
today M. Gerault Ricard, Socialist, raised 
a discussion on the price of bread. He said 
the increase of price was due to shameless 
speculators, and that only the big agri- 
culturists profited by it. Continuing, the 
Deputy charged the government with being 
a famine ministry.“ This caused violent 
protests from the supporters of the govern- 
ment. 

Another Deputy, M. Folleville, asked that 
the oe of the customs duty on wheat 
be employed to bring about a reduction in 
the pri of brénd. Further, M. Folleville 
demanded that the government take imme- 
diate measures against monopolists. 

M. Meline, the Premier, said there was no 
ground to reduce the customs duty on wheat, 
as the price of bread did not justify it. The 
reduction of duties in 1891, he continued, 
had a disastrous effect, foreign grain over- 
whelming the French market. The present 
price of bread, added the Premier, was not 
likely to rise, but, on the contrary, would 
fall before long, because the harvests of all 
countries would be thrown upon the mar- 
kets in January. 

Referring to the Socialists’ proposal that 
the government should purchase the for- 
eign wheat supply of the people, M. Meline 
said this would compel the government to 
pay heavy prices, as America would ask 35 
francs for what the people now are paying 
28 francs. 

As for the so-called capitalist conspiracy 
to starve the people, the Premier said the 
sun was the sole conspirator, as the whole 
of Europe was. suffering from the same 
crisis. The government, hdwever, would 
inquire into the truth of the charges made 
against the grain speculators and would 
prosecute any culprits, though not one of 
the charges made had as yet been substan- 
tiated. 

The Premier. concluded by declaring that 
if the Socialists devoted their energy to or- 
gantzing instead. of demolishing the bread 
question would not exist. [Loud cheers. | 
The Minister of Agriculture, M. Viger, also 
opposed a reduction in the duties on grain, 
from which, he said, America alone would 
profit. 

Later the Chamber of Deputies, by a vote 
of 398 to T6, expressed confidence in the gov- 


ernment.

Referring in his speech to the possibility 
of discovering the north pole, Dr. Nansen 
said: 

I think it can easily be done, too, by the 
use of sledges and dogs. That is, I believe, 
the method to be tried by the next American 
explorer. I don’t know the details of his 
plans; but I know what that man has done, 
and I have no doubt that he will bring honor 
to America and that he will carry the Stars 
and Stripes further north than any other flag 
has yet been carried, I hope he may reach 
the pole itself.“ 

His first lecture in this city will be given 
at the Metropolitan Opera-House on Nov. 6.

SCOTLAND YARD MEN FIND WILLIAM 
R. FOSTER aN FRANCE. 


In Wanted in New York for Obtaining 
Nearly Two Hundred Thousand 
Dollars by Forgery—Famous Prod- 
uce Exchange Mortgage Fraud— 
Culprit in Exile Nine Years—Pin- 
kertons Follow Him for Several 
Years,

New York, Oct. 23.— [Special. IA London 
dispatch says: William R. Foster Jr., who 
absconded on Sept. 26, 1888, with $103,000 be- 
longing to the New York Produce Exchange, 
obtained by means of forged mortgages, was 
arrested at Neuilly. near Paris, today at the 
instance of the Scotland Yard English de- 
tectives. 

Stimulated by the exchange’s offer of 
$5,000 reward, they have been tracking the 
fugitive for months. They ascertained that 
he had been living’ in London with Louise 
Billotti, a musie hall performer, but were 
unable to catch him sooner. The Paris po- 
lice will hold him for extradition. An agent 
of the Produce Exchange and also Pinker- 
ton men have been engaged on the case here 
during the last summer. 

Two months ago an old friend of Foster 
recognized him in Zurich, Switserland, and 
mentioned the fact to a Mr. Norvall, who 
had been in the same office with Foster. 
The matter thus came to the attention of 
Scotland. Yard, where it was placed in the 
hands of Inspector Froest. Mr. Norvall will 
go to Paris immediately. 


William Riley Foster Jr. disappeared from 
New York on Sept. 26, 1888. He was the 
special attorney for the gratuity fund of 
the Produce Exchange. The day after Fos- 
ter’s disappearance an examination by a 
committee of the gratuity fund regarding 
the mortgages held by the trustees of the 
fund showed that mortgages amounting to 
$193,000 were fraudulent. Investigation 
showed that the checks for the fraudulent 
mortgages had been made to Foster’s order 
or for the account of supposititious clients. 
His books showed that he had begun his 
peculations early in 1883. : 

Foster kept clear of the police. After 
searching for him a year the Pinkertons 
Save up the chase. On Sept. 1, 1895, 4 man 
supposed to be Foster was arrested in Switz- 
erland, but it was not he, and the suspect 
was set at liberty. 

Foster lived at Bayport, Long Island, in 
a house valued at $30,000. Living with him 
was a young woman, Lulu Beloite, Foster's 
alleged niece. The woman mentioned in the 
London dispatch is thought to be the same

ENGLISH PLEA FOR SILVER. 


Bimetallic League Makes a Tardy Re- 
ply to the Protest of the Com- 
mercial Interests. 


London, Oct. 23.—The Bimetallic league 
has tardily presented to Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, the Chanchellor cf the Exchequer, a 
detailed reply, signed Aldenham,“ to the 
protest by the commercial in‘erests againat 
bimetallism. The reply says the league has 
often pointed out that the changes taking 
place in the British standard are due to tLe 
action of foreign nations without the con- 
sent of the British government. | 

Those who now come forward with a 
prayer that the value of our standard may 
be maintained,“ continues the reply, have 
allowed the action of foreign nations and of 
India, by which the value of our standard 
has been continually increased, to pass 
without protest; and it would, therefore, ap- 
pear that the signatories to the memoria] 
do not object to any increase in the value of 
our standard. 

We are unable to understand the state- 
ment that ‘this country alone of the great 
nations enjoys a eystem absolutely free 
from embarrassment,’ because many na- 
tions are entirely free from embarrassments 
caused by their coinage, and also (unless in 
speaking of our country we ignore our em- 
pire) because no power is So little free rrom 
embarrassment on account of its standard, 
5 rather its standards, as is the British Em- 
pire. 

It alternations in the value of our stand- 
ards’ are undesirable it will appear to be ad- 
visable to arrange with other nations that 
they shall not make continual changes.“ 

The reply further says that the only set- 
tlements of the difficulties in India are the 
adoption of a gold standard or a return to 
the free coinage of the rupees. The former 
for India would be an untried political and 
social experiment, entailing indefinite de- 
preciation of the silver hoards of the natives, 
and might lead to grave imperial danger. 
Moreover, it would increase the demand for 
gold and enhance its value. The increased 
demand would be indefinite owing to the 
habits of the natives of India of hoarding the 
precious metals. 

Although a gold standard would secure a 
par exchange between India and England 
it would still leave them as far as ever from 
a par with the great silver standard portion 
of the world, including parts of the British 


Empire. 


THIRTEEN GO DOWN TO DEATH. 


Nearly the Entire Crew of the Steamer 
Casper Drowned and the Vessel 
Goes to Pieces. 


Point Arena, Cal., Oct. 23.—Thirteen sea- 
men, comprising almost the entire crew of 
the steam schooner Casper, were drowned 
early this morning by the wreck of the 
vessel. The rocky shore In this vicinity was 
strewn with wreckage today, but there was 
no way of identifying the ship until this 
evening, when the men from shore, who had 
gone out in a small boat to rescue any of the 
crew who might still be alive, picked up 
Captain Anfindsen and Seaman Chris Lar- 
sen, who had been floating about on an im- 
promptu raft for over fourteen hours. 

To his rescuers, Adolph Peterson. and 
Henry Anderson, the Captain of the wrorked 
steamer said that the Casper struck on a 
reef at 12:30 this morning, and seven min- 
utes later capsized. When she tipped over 
all the members of the crew were washed 
overboard. The steamer carried fifteen men, 
but from the moment the accident occurred 
the Captain had seen none of the crew except 
his companion, Larsen, and has no doubt 
that the other thirteen have all been 
drowned. 

When thrown into the water Anfindsen 
and Larsen by good fortune were able to 
reach some piecés of floating timbers. They 
succeeded in drawing the boards together 


‘and clung to this improvised raft from the 


time of the accident until late this after- 
noon, while being exposed to the most fu- 
rious gale of the season. They had almost 
succumbed from cold; exposure, and ex- 
haustion and were with diffidulty saved by 
their rescuers. The sea has been so high all 
day that it has been impossible to launch a 
boat from shore, and even this evening the 
two men who went out.and accomplished 
the rescue risked their lives in the breakers.

Peter Sutherland Experiences 
Strange Wanderings, 


FINALLY RETUBNS HOME. 


Awakens at Last to Find Himself 
at the Stock-Yards. 


IS MILESAWAY FROM HOME. 


Friday and Friday night are blank in the 
mind of Peter Sutherland, a retired hide and 
leather merchant, who lives with his son- 
in-law, George W. Ritter, at 524 Oakdale 
in the northern énd of the city. 
What he did during that Mme he does not 
know, and there is nO one able to tell him. 
While his family and friends were search- 
ing the city for him he was as much in the 
dark as they. 

He left his home at 5:30 o’clock on Frid: ay 
morning after a restless night, during which 
he gave evidences of temporary aberration, 
and knew nothing more until he found him- 
self in the Stock-Yards yesterday morning 
coatless and hungry, without a cent in his 
pockets and with no recollection of what 
had happened or how he got there. His 
first thought was of his nome miles away, 
and without stopping to think of his hunger 
or the distance that intervened he started 
at once, and did not halt until he reached 
the door of the house, inside of which his 
family was watching and waiting for tid- 
ings from detectives, who were searching 
everywhere for the missing man. 


Suffers from Hallucinations. 


Thursday night the old gontleman suffered 
from hallucinations. He aroused the family 
several times with the statement that there 
were burglars in the house, and it was only 
when he and his son-in-law went together 
all through it that he yielded to the truth 
of the denial. 

Shortly afterward he raised another alarm. 
He insisted there were two burglars in the 
barn. There is no barn connected with the 
house and never has been, but he insisted 
that there was. After he was quicted again 
he arose and started for a walk, He re- 
turned in a few minutes, but left again at 
5:30 without his coat. 

His son-in-law, George W. Ritter, with 
whom he resides, is superintendent of the 
Low Detective Agency, and the services of 
that organization -were at once enlisted in 
the search. The police were also notified 
and friends also aided in the search. Fri- 
day night passed without tidings from the 
missing man, and yesterday afternoon Mr. 
Ritter sent out notices to the newspapers. 
He returned home shortly after 6 o'clock 
and found the missing man awaiting him. 


No Effects of the Exposure. 


Although 61 years old, Mr. Sutherland 
shows no effects of the strain and exposure. 
He walked from the Stock- Yards to his home 
in Lake View, and probably walked out there 
as well. He ate nothing all day yesterday, 
and does not remember eating anything the 
day before. His family seems to have been 
more worrted over the occurrence that the 
man himself. 

Last night he was sitting at home talking 
to his daughter, as has always been his cus- 
tom. The family are keeping close watch 
over him, but to all appearances his mind 
seems perfectly clear and sound. He had 
always been healthy before and the oecur- 
rence was entirely unexpected. 

Until eighteen months ago Mr. Sutherland 
had been in active business. t that time 
he retired and came to make hig home with 
his daughter. He had lived quietly at home 
until the episode which seems to appear 
trifling to him, but yet had so serious possi- 
bilities. 

Of what he did or what he thought during 
the twenty-four hours of his absence from 
the affairs and thoughts that have encom- 
passed his life for sixty years is beyond his 
imagining. He knows that he seemed to 
awake tired and hungry and cold in the early 
morning of Saturday. 


Finds Himself in Stock-Yards. 


He found himself walking about among a 


number of buildings which he recognized ~ 


as the Stock-Yards, Where business had 
often called him, but not under these condi- 
tions. It was cold, and he had n@ither coat 
nor overcoat. He was hungry, and he had 
alweys been well fed. It was early in the 
morning, when he was usually comfortably 
asleep in bed, and he could not remember 
why he was there nor how he had left his 
family. 

His first thought was of them and of his 
home. He had no money, and he knew the 
way was long, but that did not deter him. 
He started at once and walked all day. 
Many times he was forced to stop for rest, 
but he pressed on, realizing that there was 
comfort for himself as well as relief for them 
at the end of his journey. 

And while he walked almost.the length of 
the city, police officers, private detectives, 
and friends were scouring the city to find 
him in his wanderings, if he were alive. or 
to recover his body if dead: It was through 
the midst of this search and into the midst 
of the household which had instigated it 
that he avalked last evening, hungry and 
footsore, but home at last.

Mrs. Annie B. Meyers Tries 
to Eseape Detectives. 


THREATENS DEATH LEAP. 


Finally Arrested on Charges of 
Robbing Typewriters. 


ALLEGED VICTIM OF COCAINE 


Mrs. Anna B. Meyers, who was connected 
with the old Board of Lady Managers of the 
World's Fair from Illinois, was locked up at 


the Central Station yesterday afternoon by 


Detective Sergeants Broderick and Her- 
man. She ts sald to be a victim to the use of 
drugs.

The room was vacant, but the 
astonished officers soon found Mrs. Meyers 
on the roof, half hysterica] and deflant. She 
threatened, if the detectives approached, 
to leap to the pavement fifty feet below. 

Talking was of no use. The woman held 
her ground and soon a crowd gathered in 
front of the bullding and speculated as to 
whether the woman would carry out her 
threat. For three hours the woman stood 
at bay on the edge of the roof. The detec- 
tives’ patience finally became exhausted 
and vigorous methods to decoy her into sur- 
rendering were about decided upon when 
the woman’s sister, Mrs. Stevens, came to 
their rescue. The sisters held a short con- 
versation and under Mrs. Stevens’ influence

SEVEN DIE IN NEW ORLEANS. 


Yellow Fever at the Crescent City Much 
Worse Yesterday than Had 
Been Anticipated. 


New Orleans, La., Oct. 23.—Today’s fever 
record' was much worse than anticipated. 
There were approximately forty cases at 7 
o'clock, and at that time the day’s record 
included seven deaths. There is no abate- 
ment of the fever, and at the same time 
there is no apparent disposition on the part 
of the plague to grow any worse. Cool 
mornings and nights with hot days simply 
are keeping at an average mark both the 
deathstand the number of new cases. The 
Board of Health reports as follows: Cases 
of yellow fever today, 49; deaths today, 7: 
total cases to date, 1,123; total deaths, 124; 
recovered, 565; under treatment, 434. 

Jackson, Miss., Oct. 23.—The State Board 
of Health tonight issued the following offi- 
cial statement: Bay St. Louis, seven cases, 
no deaths; Clinton, two new cases; Cayuga, 
one new case; McHenry, twenty cases on 
hand, no deaths; Nitta Yuma, three new 
cases yesterday, three new cases today; 
three negroes and one white man have the 
disease near Raymond; Edwards reports 
two new cases today. The State board, 
having been advised of the existence of yel- 
low fever at Selma, Ala., tonight quaran- 
tined the State of Mississippi against the 
State of Alabama. 

Mobile, Ala., Oct. 23.— The new cases here 
of yellow fever are six in number. No 
deaths. Total cases to date, 201; deaths, 26; 
recoveries, 130; under treatment, 35. 

Selma, Ala., Oct. 23.—Dr. Guiteras arrived 
her today, and as a result of his investigation 
seven cases of sickness were declared yellow 
fever. The principal case is H. L. Chapin, 
who is not expected to live through the 
night. The fever is now believed to have 
been in the town for a month or six weeks.

COURT-MARTIAL IN HIS CASE RE- 
. ITs sihssI0N. 


Colonel Koch Testifies That the State 
Troops Were Not Notified of the 
Location et Governor Tanner's 
Place of Review on the Day of the 
Logan Day Parade—The Major De- 
clares He Had Reason to Believe 
the Coremenien Were at an End. 


The Buckner court-martial resumed its 
session last evening at the First Regiment 
Armory, and the defense began putting in 
its evidence. Major Buckner himself was 
placed on the stand in his own defense, while 
Colonel Henry L. Turner of the First Regi- 
ment, ex-Colonel C. R. E. Koch, and Quar- 
termaster A. L. Bell were among the number 
of witnesses called by Major Buckner's at- 
torneys. 

Colonel Turner and Quartermaster Bell 
testified to several matters pertaining to 
the routing of the First and Second Brig- 
ades at the State encampment, but their 
testimony failed to throw any new ligh\ on 
the orders which Major Buckner is alleged 
to have disobeyed. 

Ex-Colonel Koch of the First Regiment, 
who was an aid to General Brooke on the 
occasion of the Logan day parade, was the 
best witness for the defense. Colonel Koch 
testified that the National Guard had not 
been properly instructed as to the number 
and location of reviewing stands along the 
line of march, and also testified that several 
long delays were Caused through the neglect 
of proper orders during the parade. 


State Troops Not Notified. 

„Do you know whether or not the State 
troops were notified of the locaticg of Gov- 
ernor Tanner's place of review?’ was 
asked. 

“I know that they were not,” was the 
reply. “As far as I could learn there were 
about four reviewing stands, but the only 
one that the troops were officially made 
aware of was the stand near the Logan 
statue.“ 

Under the questioning of Major Buckner's 
attorneys Colonel Koch admitted that it was 


an unusual thing in military ethics to have 


more than one point of review, and that 
under ordinary circumstances a military 
officer would be justified in believing that 
the review was over after having passed the 
first stand. Colonel Koch also testified to 
the great disorder along Michigan avenue 
after the disbandment of the G A. R. vet- 
erans and ot the difficuty of the troops in 
passing through the crowded streets. 

Several other military officers were placed 
on the stand and questioned briefly as to the 
conflicting orders of Logan day, and the 
last witness of the evening was Major 
Buckner, 


Thought. the Parade Finished. 

In substance Major Buckner testified that 
he had experienced great difficulty in getting 
his command through the crowded strecis 
below Jackson, and, seeing the broken ranks 
of the troops ahead of him, he believed he 
parade was over, and, marching his com- 
mand up Monroe street, turned south in 
Wabash avenue and started for the armory. 

“After passing the reviewing stand near 
the statue I believed that I had the right to 
take my command back to the armory by 
the shortest route possible,“ said he. 

Were you notified of any specific line of 
march, and did you know that there was 
more than one reviewing stand? was 
asked. 

**I did not receive any notice of the line of 
march, nor did I learn of the other review- 
ing stands until the next day,“ was the 
reply. 

Major Buckner explained that the majority 
of his men were employed in the large 
restaurants and hotels and that he had 
promised the employers to have his men 
back to their duties at6 p.m.

OFFERS AN ADVANCE IN WAGES 


Window Glass Company at Muncie, 
Ind., Presents a New Scale to 
Its Employes. 


Muncie, Ind., Oct. 23.—[ Special. }—Thomas 
Hart, Vice President of the American Win- 
dow Glass company, today announced that 
the company had submitted a scale to the 
workmen which is regarded as very accept- 
able and which may lead to the early re- 
sumption of the factories throughout the 
country. 

The scale proposes 12 per cent increase 
each to the blowers, gatherers, cutters, and 
flatteners, and an additional 5 per cent to 
the blowers and gatherers toward paying 
the snappers. The scale provides for bet- 
ter rates than received under the McKinley 
tariff law. 

The manufacturers also propose to pay 
more for good or class A glass and less for 
class B or poor glass, the aggregate being 
the same as if there was no such quality 
scale. This is to encourage the blowers to 
make better glass, which will benefit them 
and manufacturers alike.

Asks the Court a Question. 


Members of the court of inquiry, put 
yourself in the position of the officer of the 
day. Would you go to the commanding of- 
ficer and report: ‘I canfiot or am not able 
to obey the order?’ ‘ Those serve who only 
stand and wait,’ but if we wait and fail to 
take the initiative at the critical moment 
our waiting has been in vain, and we have 
not served. 

It is submitted that it would be scarcely 
calculated to maintain discipline in a collec- 
tion of mutinous convicts and criminals to 
allow a point to be carried against military 
authority longer than the morning of the 
second day. This man was intended as a 
lesson to every prisoner who should take it 
into his head t6 defy military authority and 
prison discipline. It was necessary to act 
promptly and without appearance of hesi- 
tation or faltering. It was my intention to 
establish the military power in the prison. 
I conscientiously performed the duty to the 
best of my ability. 


So He Gets a Rope. 


„The order was given again. It was dis- 
obeyed again. It was the deliberate resist - 
ance of a pisoner—a mutinous prisoner 
hundreds of miles from his post of duty and 
without authority; a prisoner who stated 
that a higher authority had been neglectful 
of its duty. It was necessary to devise 
means to force the prisoner to obey the legal 
order of the commanding officer. I secured 
a rope and saw that a loop was tied which 
could not injure him and was knotted 
around his fect. In his fits of sullenness he 
would shut his eyes. I stirred him up with 
my foot and sword, but not hard enough 
to injure or hurt him, that he might go upon 
the journey with his eyes open. 

The order was repeated and he was given 
a chance to walk during the progress to the 
summary court, until it was evident that 
further attempts were useless. 


Why Hammond Wegn't Carried. 


It is pointed out that this was not a pun- 
ishment, but the using of force upon a most 
refractory prisoner, who had declared his 
firm intention of not going to court to have 
his case determined as the law directs. It 
Was not even a disciplinary measure, but a 
necessity. In a case like this the kind of 
force must depend upon the available means 
and not upon the desire of the refractory 
prisoner accused of crime. He had said we 
would have to carry him. To have done so 
would have confirmed him in his mistaken 
idea that he could dictate to higher author- 
ity, which he denounced as having been neg- 
lectful in having dailed to dispose of a 
previous offense. 

“The mutinous animus of this man is 
shown in his disobeying orders, reflecting 
upon higher authority, and even during his 
trial declaring to the summary court that 
he would not work. 


Asks Credit for Obedience. 


Experience teaches us that prompt and 
energetic measures are required when the 
cloud of mutiny no larger than a man’s 
hand is seen on the horizon.

Corporal J. T. Ward Testifles.

This responsibility has been assumed when 
many monometallists themselves are con- 
vinced that the closing of the mints of India 
was @ mistake and that some radical change 
of financial policy is necessary. 


England to Act Alone. 


Nothing has been more striking in the 
controversy among financial experts than 
the frankness with which the opponents of 
bimetallism have advocated single-handed 
action. They have contended that the In- 
dian mints must be opened, but there must 
be no international agreement, and England 
must act alone. 

Extremes meet. Last year the Bryanites 
wanted the United States to adopt free coin- 
age without reference to the interests and 
policies of other nations. This year many 
English monometallists favor the ultimate 
reopening of the Indian mints under condl- 
tions which will exclude international action. 
A more rational view is the one which the 
McKinley administration has represented 
through the Wolcott commission—namely: 
that whatever changes of monetary policy 
are effected, whether in India, America, 
France, or China, should be regulated by in- 
ternational action and not rashly attempted 
by the isolated legislation of one country 
alone. 


Rumors About Salisbury. 
The unfounded rumor of Lord Salisbury’s 


‘resignation still excites discussion in the 


weekly press, although it was promptly de- 
nied. Lady Salisbury’s health is failing, but 
there is no other cause for his withdrawal 
from public life. There is a valid argument 
against a Prime Minister directing the For- 
eign Office, but in the present instance Lord 
Salisbury could not be displaced from either 
post without a revival of the controversy 
over the exact claims of Liberal Unionists 
and Conservatives. There is, moreover, no 
period of storm and stress in English poli- 
tics like the crisis in Austria, where the 
Emperor may be compelled to suspend the 
constitution unless the jealous nationalities 
represented in the Reichsrath can agree 


‘upon a political armistice. 


The only real struggle going on in England 
is in the engineering trade, where the fight 
over the eight-hour day has become a war 
upon trades unionism, and where the in- 
tervention of the State is now invoked for 
the second time in the hope of concluding 
@ peace honorable to employers and em- 
ployed. 


Exposition of Fine Art. 

The annual exhibition of the Society of 
Portrait Painters at the Grafton Gallery in- 
cludes a collection of miniatures which are 
méreasifie in poputarity here. Mr. Whistler 
has à portrait of an old gentleman in a sub- 
dued light, Professor Herkomer a bright- 
faced Madonna, and there are fine portraits 
by French painters, notably Besnard and 
Blanche, 

The fall exhibition of the Institute of 
Painters in Oil is a dull show, with over 400 
conventional subjects and two, possibly 
three, vigorous sketches. One is a half- 
finished drawings by Sargent of three Egyp- 
tian indigo dyers in turbans and draperies, 
dashed off with a rapid but sure brush. 
Another is a study in red and orange of a 
plump lady by Watts; a third is an admir- 
able drawing of an old highland woman by 
Mr. Hugh Carter, with a touch of the real- 
fam of Israels, not to say Rembrandt. The 
other pictures are like those which are seen 
every year on the same walls.

WINS BUT A FEW STAKES.

London, Oct. 23.—- [Copyright, 1807, by the 
Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.}]—Richard Croker’s popularity on 
the English turf is no myth. It is an incon- 
testable fact. He has earned it in three 
years’ racing at a cost of between $600,000 
and $700,000. 

For weeks your correspondent has been 
engaged in investigating Croker’s English 
racing career. All sorts and conditions of 
sportsmen have been questioned. At New- 
market, the headquarters of English racing, 
where Croker began his career in 1895 in 
partnership with Dwyer: at Wantage, where 
his establishment has been fixed the last 
two seasons; at Tattersall's, where all lead- 
ing turfites, amateur and professional, as- 
semble every settling day—everywhere, in 
fact, they express a patronizing respect for 
Mr. Croker. 

He is as good a sportsman as any Eng-

up at auction, when it cost the owners 
$3,800 to buy him in on the first and $7,550 on 
the second occasion. Banquet’s third sell- 
ing race was on July 16, when he was 
claimed absolutely by Charles Archer for 
$1,000, owing to the odds being on Banquet in 
these races. 

It is an open secret that Croker and 
Dwyer made nothing, if they did not actual- 
ly lose, in other selling races» With Stone-

time, Harry Reed was the hero of a couple 
of similar victories by the Croker and 
Dwyer combination, the upshot of these 
performances being that the Jockey club 
was appealed to to make a new rule to pre- 
vent selling races being made the medium 
for mere gambling plunges without the sem- 
blance of sporting feeling. 

Croker’s aggregate winnings in stakes in 
1895 was $1,725, and in an interview then 
printed he complained bitterly of being un- 
fairly treated and criticised by English han- 
dicappers and sporting writers. 

Unfairly Treated by Handicappers. 

The nature of Dwyer’s experience was in- 
dicated when he said disgustedly, “I am 
done with racing in England.” 

What do you roughly estimate Croker’s 
first season cost him?’’ I asked af the most 
noted Newnsirket trainer. 

He replied: ‘‘ Well, he was salted heavily. 
What between liberal management, stable 
entrances, forfeits, railroad charges, veter- 
inary surgeons, jockeys, fees of all kinds, 
the expenses of training his establishment 
here in 1895 cost him quite £12,000. Then he 
dropped a pile in the betting ring, and I 
heard it estimated he was £40,000 on the 
wrong side at the end of the season. It 
might be more by a good deal; certainly not 
less. 

Towards the close of 1895 Croker engaged 
Charles Morton as trainer and moved to 
Wantage, where he bought Thomas Ly- 


JOHN DILLON’S APPEAL FOR STARVING IRELAND. 


As in 1845 and 1879 the Government Begins by Vigorously Denying There Is Cause for Alarm 
Over Threatened Famine, an Attitude Which Dublin Castle Is Wont to Main-

World. I—It is admitted now by all except 
Dublin Castle that over the large districts 
in the west and southwest of Ireland severe 
distress, amounting to famine in places, will 
prevail during the coming winter and spring. 
As in 1845 and 1879 and other famine years, 
the government has begun by vigorously 
denying that there is cause for alarm. This 
attitude is always maintained until after 
the November rents are collected. 
Meanwhile the area and intensity of dis- 
tress is increased greatly by levying rent 
on a people who soon will be face to face 
with starvation. Ejectments and processes 
for rent are falling like snowflakes over the 
distressed districts. We hold that the duty 


of providing against distress lies entirely 
on the government, and that it has no right 
to leave the people to the charity of the 
world. 

Periodic famines in Ireland are the direct 
result of this government. This year and 
for the last forty years $15,000,000 lias been 
taken annually from Ireland unjustly by ex- 
cessive taxation. One-sixth of the sum of 
which Ireland has been robbed this year 
would provide, if judiciously expended, for 
the wants of the distressed districta if uc- 
companied by a measure placing a check on 
the levying of rents in the famine districts. 

Sixty-seven Irish members out of a total of 
108 signed a memorial to Mr. Balfour asking 
for the immediate summoning of Parilament 
in order to make proper provision for relief 
works and to pass some measure to restrain 


tain Until After the N ovember Rents Are Collected. 


the levying of excessive rents. Mr. Balfour's 
answer has been the old, stereotyped one: 
The government is carefully watching the 
distress and has ample powers to deal with 
It.“ 

That was exactly what was said in 1845. 
The government continued to watch while 
thousands died of hunger. 

We have no confidence in the official ma- 
chinery of the Irish government, and we do 
not believe that the further thinning out 
of the Irish population would be a matter of 
regret to the castle authorities. 

The best service our friends in America 
can render will be to hold meetings, to ex- 
pose the callous attitude of the Irish govern- 
ment, and then demand, in the name of 
common humanity, that the government 
shall do its duty.

It is pointed out with more and more 
force that.a leader never permitted things to 
reach such a point as when the Marquis ot 
Londonderry and a great Conservative asso- 
ciation proclaimed their distrust and dislike 
of the government’s policy, nor would any 
previous Ministry have allowed Mr. Cham- 
berlain to carry legislation alienating the 
great employers of the country, or still less, 
permitted his bimetallist colleagues to go 
unmuzzied and frighten capital out of its 


wits.“

That, in a nutshell, is the secret of Cro- 
ker's fame among his English sporting asso- 
clates. He spares no pains to ingratiate 
himself with them. 

He always puts his hand in his pocket 
for local charities here, said mine host at 
Wantage. ‘‘ He gave us a £5 subscription 
to commemorate Queen Victoria's jubilee. 
You would not get many Americans to do 
that.“ 

It is a curious fact that when Croker came 
over originally his intention was to keep a 
breeding stud in Ireland and a racing stable 
in England, but a brief inspection of his 
native country was sufficient for him. He 
returned to settle in the more congenial 
English atmosphere, of which he grows 
fonder thé more money he loses here. 

Croker and Dwyer’s string of horses ar- 
rived at the London docks on the Missis- 
sippi Jan. 25, 1895. Misfortune dagged him 
from the start. He lost on the voyage the 
valuable 2-year-old Natty Bumpo, which 
had recently cost him $6,500. This reduced 
his consignment to the unlucky number thir- 
teen—namely: Dobbins, Eaugallie, Mon- 
tauk, Belle Meade, Herbert, True Blue, 
Dinah, and six unnamed fillies, all except 
one sired by Iroquois.’ Harry Campbell 
came over in charge of.the team, bringing 
five lads to exercise therh. 


Extravagant Style of Management. 

Soon Newmarket began to note the extrav- 
agant style in which Croker’s stable was 
managed and sportsmen and newspapers 
ald: The boys riding the Croker horses 
at Newmarket have no other work to do, 
strappers being engaged for the stable busi- 
ness. The boys have an easy time.“ 

Croker’s enterprise was freely boomed. 
Great things were expected of Montauk in 
particular, which was beaten on only two 
appearances in 1895. Natty Bumpo, Eaugal- 
lie, Dobbins, Montauk, and Belle Meade were 
entered for numerous races, including the 
principal spring handicaps and the various 
events at Ascot and other important meet- 
ings. 

** Croker’s mere outlay for entries for for- 
feits,“ said a prominent turf correspondent, 
meant a small fortune. He or his advisers 
were most liberal in making entries for all 
kinds of events, in which he never took part 
and in which substantial forfeits were paid. 
He entered eight horses for the Derby at a 
cost of $2,000. None ran. He burnt his fin- 
gers severely the first year. He has been 
more cautious since.“ 

A leading American turfite who is ac- 
quainted with the racing conditions of Eng- 
land was quoted as prophesying March 25 
in the Sporting Life newspaper: “ Croker’s 
years in England will cost him $150,000 in 
outside betting. He will find he must pay 
for things never heard of before. There are 
fees in England for using the track, stable 
rent, exorbitant entrances, dues, purses, and 
stakes. Racing in England is a rich man’s 
luxury.” 

Following the death of Natty Bumpo, Dob- 
bins, Croker’s mainstay in the valuable

Then Croker and Dwyer are reported

Tried the Crack Jockeys. 

Clayton was the jockey engaged to ride 
for Croker’s stable in 1897, but throughout 
the season Croker tried most of the crack 
jockeys. Eaugallie ran fifth in the Prince 
of Wales Handicap at Sandown Park April 
23. Heavy investments by the owner sent 
the price up to 7 to 4 on before the flag fell. 
Here Croker was a considerable loser, and 
there was great rejoicing in the ring at get- 
ting another slice of the American owner’s 
fortune. 

Eaugaliie ran eighth for the Fulwell Plate 
at Kempton Park. This event was signalized 
by another heavy plunge by the Croker con- 
tingent, the loss being estimated at $25,000. 
Santa Anita ran fifth for the Manchester 
Cup, but this was a 33 to 1 chance. Croker 
only backed him for a nominal amount in 
the Liverpool Cup. Santa Anita was again 
beaten here. 
got every cent possible on at short odds. 
At the same meeting Haugallie was also 
strongly backed at short odds, and badly 
beaten. So the following Monday, when set- 
tling came, it saw Croker again heavily 
out of pocket, Croker seems to have had 
enough for the time being, as his horses 
have been struck out of their Goodwood 
engagements. Only one of Croker’s 2-year- 
olds won in 1896.

From laughing at W. S. GilWert’s unique 
wit the London critics have come gradually 
to extracting amusement from Gilbert him- 
self.

Brunswick Suoccessorship. 

The Guelph question is again to the fore. 
The Duke of Cumberland, in a letter to a 
Hanoverian noble, Captain von Reden, bids 
the latter hope, and expresses his gratified 
feelings at the loyalty expressed. To this 
Prince Bismarck, in the Hamburger Nach- 
richten, says: 

It is to be hoped that this and similar 
utterances Will assist in solving the Bruns- 
wick successorship question, now pending 
for twelve years, in a manner agreeable to 
German national feeling and Prussian in- 
terests.“ 

The rest of the German press expresses 
indignation at this. The Tageblatt remarks: 

At the coming session of the Reicnstag 
the federal government will clear the mat- 
ter by à declaration showing that Prussia 
has no intention of gobbling up Brunswick. 
The successorship question is to be solved 
by doing justice to the legitimate heir. This, 
too, is the Emperor’s view of the matter.“ 


Sugar Interests. 

A curious veering around has occurred 
relative to the sugar interests. 

The German Husbandry council has now 
asked the Imperial Chancellor, Prince Ho- 
heniohe, to reduce the inland sugar tax 
from 20 to 15 marks per hundred kilos, 
whereupon the Deutsche Tage Zeitung, the 
main agrarian organ, which has hitherto 
advocated high export premiums and in- 
land sugar taxes, advises the abolishing 
of the whole tax and premiums, It says 
the inland consumption tax once removed 
there would be a much larger consumption 
of sugar in Germany, where the per capita 
consumption is now only one-third of that 
of England. The paper argues that the total 
sugar production of Germany would be con- 
sumed at home, thus furnishing the most 
simple solution of the whole difficulty.

son of Chicago, the protégé of Mrs. Grover 
Cleveland and other ladies, who won the 
Mendelssohn stipendium recently. 


To Bar American Fruit. 


The Brandenburg agricultural chamber 
has passed a resolution against the importa- 
tion of American fruit. 

The Prussiah department of agriculture 
has resolved to encourage fruit growing and 
is presenting fruit trees to the farmers liv- 
ing along the publie roads and railways. 
Several of the provincial chambers have 
adopted similar resolutions. 


Consul Brodowski of Chicago. 


There is some doubt as to whether an ex- 
equatur will be granted Mr. B. Z. Brodowski 
of Chicago, recently appointed United States 
Consul at Breslau. The German govern- 
ment knows him as a Polish leader born in 
the very consular district to which he has 
deen appointed, and the opposition of the 
government is solely on these grounds.

His Majesty now 
asks you whether it is possible, by means of 
the privy purse, to appoint able men whose 
task will be to represent the monarch daily 
in the press and see that the King’s name 
be often read by the population. Their task 
would further be to see that articles ema- 
nating from his Majesty or the Cabinet are 
accepted by certain papers and to weaken 
the bad influence of Prussia.“ 

The next letter is dated from Hohen- 
schwanden and evidently was written after 
a conversation between King Ludwig and his 
mother. It reads: 

„Dear Hofrath: Herewith you will receive 
the following order from the King: ‘ Please 
tell Lieutenant Colonel von Sauer that the 
King wishes him to go at once to her Maj- 
esty, the Queen mother, and inform her ina 
delicate manner that her Majesty must never 
again talk politics in the King’s presence, 
and that she must never speak in praise of 
Prussia.“

New York, Oct. 23.—[Special.]—Wall street 
heard with a shock at noon today that Rus- 
sell Sage had been shot and dangerously 
wounded while in the Bank of Commerce 
Building, 31 Nassau street. But like many 
other things Wall street hears, it was not 
true. In one story it was said that he him- 
self had attempted suicide.

Work on the new revenue cutters buſidin 
— the Globe Iron Works company of — 
— is in such an advanced state that the 
— P8 probably will be ready for läunch'ng 
y the early part of December. These two 
vessels, now officially knownh.as revenue 
cutters Nos. 4 and 5, are of somewhat small- 
er dimensions than the Gresham, which was 
completed last spring, but their power will 
be slightly in excess of that vessel, which 
will give them a speed surpassing the record 
of the Milwaukee cutter, made on her offi- 
cial trial trip. This was twenty-one miles 
an hour as a maximum and about twenty 
miles sustained speed for a period of four 
hours. This government will soon hav 
these remarkably fast vessels loca ted on the 
great lakes, and as they can readily be 
transformed into efficient gunboats equal to 
vessels of the Wheeling and Marietta class 
in the navy, their value for protection to the 
cities located on the lakes cannot be over- 
estimated. To all outward appearances 
they will resemble gunboats, as they are 
provided with ram bows and ports for fif- 
teen-inch torpedo tubes. Their regular bat- 
teries will consist of only one six-pounder 
and two one-pounder rapid-firing rifles, 
which will be ample for their duties as rev- 
enue cutters in time of peace. Their con- 
struction is such, however, that they can 
readily carry batteries of six or even eight 
four-inch rifles, which would make them 
formidable cruisers. . 
—— 


Each vessel will be 188 feet long between 
perpendiculars, 206 feet length over all, 82 
feet breadth of beam molded, 17 feet depth, 
and a mean draft of 10 feet inches. Their 
displacements will be approximately 850 
tons, with coal and stores aboard. They 
will be constructed throughout, of the best 
quality of mild open hearth steel which has 
been subjected to the most rigid inspection. 
The Gresham is what is known as a flush 
deck vessel while the new cutters will have 
a poop and a forecastle deck, thus provid- 
ing larger quarters for officers and crew. 
Each will be rigged as a two-masted schoon- 
er with pole. masts, carrying just enough 
sail power to steady the vessel in a strong 
breeze of wind. All conventences for the 
comfort and health of the officers and crew 
are provided. The Captain’s and officers’ 
quarters will not be expensively furnished, 
but will be fitted up in white pine with hard- 
wood trimmings, all tastefully decorated in 
white and gold. The floors of the cabin and 
wardroom will be Inlaid with polished hard- 
wood and covered with rugs. Each vessel's 
complement will consist of seven officers 
and forty-three men. , 

—— 

The principal feature of the new cutters 
will be their propelling machinery; as it will 
be more powerful in proportion to the size 
of the vessel than has ever been fitted in 
any vessel built on the lakes. The main en- 
gine will be of thé vertical triple-expansion 
type, having cylinders 25, 87%, and 56% 
inches in diameter respectively, with a 
common stroke of 30-inches. The air and 
circulation pumps are independent of the 
main engine. Altogether there will be 
twelve different pumps supplied to the ves- 
sels, which will make them of great service 
in case of a large fire breaking out along 
the water front of any city where they may 
happen to be. Steam will be supplied by 
four large Scotch boilers, containing a total 
heating surface of 5,400 feet and a total 
grate surface of 168 square feet. The steam 
pressure carried will be 160 pounds. The 
engine and its auxiliaries will at full power 
develop 2,400 horse power. There are a 
number of vessels on the lakes of 4,500 tons 
displacement and even greater whose horse 
power does not exceed 2,500, so an 
idea may *be gained” of the power 
necessary to drive these cutters at such 
high speed, when it is considered that.2,600 
horse power will be fitted in vessels of only 
850 tons displacement. The machinery was 
designed and is being built under the super- 
vision of Captain J. W. Collins, the engineer- 
in-chief of the revenue cutter service. 
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Then again, postmasters of the fourth 
class, who are paid according to the amount 
of mail matter canceled in their office, do not 
find it to their interest to encourage their 
patrons to transfer their mail delivery to the 
neighboring free delivery route, 

One of the suggested plans for extending 
rural delivery in scattered communities is the 
utilization in certain States of the existing 
star routes and adapting them to the leliv- 
ery of mails by the wayside. This would 
require the authorization of Congress to 
make it effective, but it would be quite com- 
petent for the star route messenger carry- 
ing his locked mail pouch from one, post- 
office to another to deliver and collect from 
such persons living along the line of his 
route as might authorizé him to do so their 
daily mails without seriously interfering 
with the expedition of his trips. This plan 
has actually been put in operation by the 
citizens of one district of Massachusetts, on 
their own responsibility, they paying the 
mail messenger $2 per annum for each fam- 
ily thus accommodated by him.”

Sulphur is staked to No. 88 below, and No. 
76 above. That is, counting ten claims per 
mile, which is correct, it is staked more than 
eight miles below Discovery Claim, and 
more than seven miles above Discovery. 
Sulphur was discovered on the 22d day of 
June, 1887, by Mr. Stafford. It is said that 
he had a dream one night, while mining on 
Quartz Creek, twelve miles distant, and told 
it to his partner the next morning, and set 
out at once to find it realized. It is said that 
he dreamed he went to Sulphur Creek and 
found 15 cents to the pan. I do not know 
anything about this, not having met Mr. 
Stafford, but give the thing as I got it from 
one of the parties who was “ rocking” on 
Beckett's claim No. 56.

Miss Lyons on Klondike Again.

were spent in looking into the position of 
this singular place—singular beyond any 
other of the many singular things met with 
in this new Northwest. To begin with, at 
a tent door on Sulphur Creek I saw a tusk 
that measured eight feet four inches. At 
another place I saw an ox horn, or rather 
the pith of an ox horn, part of the shell ad- 
hering, that was easily ten times the size 
of the longest sort of horn I ever saw be- 
longing to that family. The whole place 
is a bed of bones. Mastodon, moose, all 
sorts, even of great Berpents. 

Sulphur Creek is about half a mile wide 
and twenty miles long. A little stream 
winds and winds down through this half mile 
of bushy valley. The stream is from thirty 
to forty feet deep in a frozen mass of muck 
or peat, made of grass, moss, bones, and 
fallen trees. You are in danger of falling 
over the bluff or into some of the many 
fissures formed by the drifting and breaking 
away of the peat into the narrow winding 


little stream. It is so deep and narrow that, 


it is dark and cold down there on the pretty 
pebbly bed of the little zigzag creek. The 
water is a soft amber color, caused by a 
sulphur spring flowing at No. 78 above. And 
now note the strangest of all strange things: 
The gold, heaps and heaps of it, lies in and 
on this pebbly bed in this gigzag little stream, 
and it is coarse, heavy gold, birdshot gold. 
This fact of finding coarse, heavy gold in 
and on the gravel of a winding and zigzag 
and corkscrew creek makes a Californian 
stop right there and scratch his head. Such 
a thing was never heard of in any part of 
the world before. 


Coarse Gold of Fine Quality. 


If it were fine gold that would be another 
proposition; but this is coarse, the coarsest 
in all the camp, and of the finest quality. 
It is $18 to the otince. There is no flour or 
float gold in it. That makes the mystery. 
My only solution is, that either the crooked 
stream there, in its cafion of peat and bones 
and frozen muck, is fed by some gulch or 
side stream of incredible richness in flood 
season; or else at such times it cuts its way 
through some pay streak and carries the 
gold along in the ice, from which it finds its 
way to the top gravel in the bed from year 
to year. g 

I think this will prove to be the richest 
placer mine ever discovered, surpassing Bo- 
nanza or El Dorado. Yes, I know I'm not 
sent up here to form opinions, but to give 
facts and let others form opinfons, so here 
are the facts from which I form this opinion 
on the future here on Sulphur Creek. 

I found that Hunter & Co.—Nos. 12, 13, 14, 
and 15 above—had set their boxes down in 
one of these torrents in the corkscrew creek 
and were simply shoveling ih the gravel. 
No bedrock in sight. Such a thing was never 
heard of. Their pay is not so prodigious in 
comparison to any rich open cigim on Bo- 


discovered precisely on the 6th of June by a 
French-Canadian known as Hutchunu ”’ 
Albiet. Sulphur lies midway between Do- 
minion and Quartz, and was last to be dis- 
covered. Its appearance was so terribly 
against it. All these streams flow into 
Indian River, exactly the other direction 
from Bonanza and El Dorado. At the mouth 
of Quartz Creek I found a big flatboat or 
scow. It had come down the Yukon, and had 
been poled up the Indian River, so you see 
supplies will not have to be packed in here 
at the rate of $1 and $2 a pound, but can be 
brought either by boat or dog sled up or down 
the Yukon, and up the Indian to the mouth 
of Quartz, Sulphur, or Dominion. 


Staked Out for Miles. 


As some sign of the estimate in which 
Sulphur its held, it is staked to the very 
head, half a mile above the last water. I 
know of no other creek in these mines that is 
so entirely taken up. Every bit of Little 
Gulch on either side is taken. A Mr. L. 
T. Crossley of San Francisco, mining and 
mnulling expert, was the first to discover gold 
in the side Gulch. He and his partner re- 
corded Nos. 1, 2, and 3 Meadow Creek; then 
Slavin, the Australian prize fighter, and 
— * took up the remainder as high as 

0. 19. 

How is Sulphur Creek, Slavin?” called 
out some one to the big, good-natured fight- 
er, as he came climbing up the steeps on his 
way out of the camp.

As I came back to Dawson from Sulphur 
I met one party going to Quartz Creek, and 
i met three different parties going into the 
headwaters of Too Much Gold. There is 
in the air a feeling that something is going 
in the direction of Too Much Gold. Every 
now end then as I stood on the stony crest 


of Mighty Quartz Mountain I could see far 


away against the sky little pigmies creep- 
ing along the crest of ridges and over the 
apexes of peaks, away up the Klondike, and 
in the direction of Too Much Gold.

He boujht a claim there 
yesterday for §2,500 that hd sold for $26,000 
only a few days before ihe Klondike was 
found. He says there is m in mines al- 
ready opened down there And round about 
for 5,000 men for years atid years, at nota 
cent less than $10 a day, 7 from that.up to 
$50. Of course, you have to bear in mind 
all of the time that you fan’t work every 
day here as in California. Three months in 
the year is about the average, I hear, unless 
you have drifting ground fr winter and box 
or gulch for summer. ¢ 

This heaps of room and jreat area should 
show that there is no greit reason to rush 
in here, except that you shuld try to put in 
the full season. No man Should stay here 
longer than need be. Still many stay year 
after year and get attach to the country. 
I heard a man bragging on the climate away 
over on the Dominion, a he was sober, 
there being nothing to drk there. I have 
met some women who have lived along here 
and were quite attracted the winter life. 
Dogs and sleds and furs amd long sled jour- 
neys to remote posts, and l that, and I can 
easily see, as Captain Hea@ly and wife told 
me last night, how delight{il it all might be 
if the place was once fairly peopled by good 
American women ana m who were con- 
tent to stay.

Captain Healy and wife assured me that 
the road up and down the Tukon would be 
kept wide open all the coming winter, and 
that any one who comes can come and go 
to and from the dutside un dog sleds the 
season through.

Christ, it is that fact. In Oriental countries 
women are belpless in the hands of men as 
they have been through the dark centuries, 
and the depths of degradation to which this 
utter dependence has reduced them are be- 
yond all power of Western comprehension. 

“The English law in the Straits settle- 
ments is said to be tor the protection of 
Chinese girls’; none is allowed to register 
as prostitute except of their own free will. 
and ‘with the consent of their mothers.’ 
But women physi among the missiona- 


nese-girls, 4 and 5 years of age, who have 
been bought in north China and were taken 
south to be raised for vile purposes, aud 
who, when they were, made to register, 
would never dare to say the woman with 
which each was living was not her ‘ mother.’ 
As for ‘her own free will,’ none of these 
poor creatures ever had a free will, or ever 
will have. That is the protection that Eng- 
land affords to Chinese girls. 


Should Be One Standard. 


“We hold that there is but one standard 
for men and women, and that they are equal- 
ly capable of living up to it. We steadfastly 
believe that all law should set forth the 
ideals that it should beckon men to the sum- 
mit rather than p de for them, under no 
matter what rest ns, these indulgencies 
in alcoholic liquors lum, and social vice, 
whereby they live na sensual plane. 
Our Saloved comrade—Lady Somerset—has 
hoped to reach the same result by regula- 
tion that we propose to attain by prohibi- 
tion, or not at all. But while we differ as 
to methods, we repudiate any personal at- 


loved comrade, whose seal has been that of 
a flaming herald, whose devotion is a house- 
hold word among us, and whose untiring 
work in these long years, carried forward 
under conditions more difficult than have 
gurrounded any reformer that we have 
known, bind her to our hearts with cords 
that never can be broken, We admire, and 
trust, and love her—Lady Henry Somerset. 
We believe when she sees her plan is not 
adopted in the India army she will frankly 
admit that although she put it forward be- 
cause she thought it practicable ' it partook 
far too much of the ‘ mpracticability’ attrib- 
uted to our own methods, and she will stand 
with us, shoulder to shoulder, heart to heart, 
as she has done already 80 long and 80 


bravely.” 


Secretary Slack’s Report. 

The afternoon session was held in Massey 
Hall. The galleries were occupied by col- 
lege and university students, of whom there 
are 600 iif Toronto, and when President Wil- 
lard introduced the big American delega- 
tions the students rose and saluted them 
with the college yells. 

„Man's voice is very useful sometimes,” 
said Miss Willard. 

Secretary Agnes E. Slack’s report on the 
white ribbon work in all countries was read. 
She said in part: 

“In the Unithd States the key-note of 
work for the last two years has been ‘ organ- 
ization and increase of membérship.’ The 
results have been, in the main, very satis- 
factory, showing a definite increase, not- 
withstanding heavy losses through death 
and other causes. The great Territory of 
Alaska, where our work has been hitherto 
unknown, has been organized this year. 
The country has been visited by threo of 
our women—Mrs. S. L. Beller of Washing- 
ton, D. C.; Mrs. S. M. Stahl of Indiana, and 
Miss Belle Keamey, national organizer. 
Four local unions are the result, and a 
temporary Territorial organization, with 
the wife of the newly-appointed Governor 
of the Territory, Mra. John A. Brady, as 
President. They have given our brave Clara 
Parrish to tho missionary work of the 
World’s union in Japan, and Mrs. Helen M. 
Stoddard of Texas has opened up Mexico 
to the organization of the W. C. T. U. 


Advance in Legislation. 
„There has been definite advance in legis- 
lative work. Both 1895 and 1896 were 
marked by special efforts in purity legisla- 
tion in connection with the Moral Reform s 
ciety and kindred organizations. 
The“ age of consent was raised through 
that campaign in eleven States, in four of 
them to 18 years, which is now the age in 
seven States. The work in the department 
of scientific temperance instruction has been 
almost wholly along the line of securing bet- 
ter laws in States where laws ‘already ex- 
isted, notable victories being won in New 
York and Illinois. In the franchise depart- 
ment the States of Colorado, Utah, and 
Idaho have wheeled into line, making four 
tates in the great West where women have 
full suffrage.“ 

She reviewed in an interesting way the 
work being done in Asia and Africa.

$40,000 to apply on the debt. 

Supervisor Perkins deeided that he would 
help the board economize by granting them 
but $140,000. «In certifying this amount, how- 
ever, he clagsified it under the head of gov- 
ernment only. The commissioners took ad- 
vantage of this fact and the statute of 1896 
and made their own certificate for mainte- 
nance, improvement, and payment of debt. 
County Attorney Iles expressed the opinion 
that they were justified under the statute 
in so doing, and this action of Supervisor 
Perkins failed of és desired effect.

OFFICERS CHASE ROCKEFELLER 


One of the Millionaire Oi] Men Strug- 
gles Hard to Avoid a Sum- 
mons. 


New York, Oct. 28.—[Special.]—William 
Rockefeller, the brother of John D. Rocke- 
feller and himself a millionaire and official 
of the Standard Oil company, made a swift 
run to escape a subpoena server a few days 
ago, but finally was served with thé sum- 
mons. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s run had its origin in 
Philadelphia. A French oil firm, Feanaille & 
Despeaux, is suing the Pennsylvania rall- 
road there for $160,000 with interest. Mr. 
Rockefeller was wanted as a witness. The 
server of the summons could not find Mr.

UNCLE SAM AFTER HIS LAND. 


Accuses an Illinois Corporation of 
Grabbing Up Thirty Thousand Acres 
of Timber Land in California. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 23.—A case in- 
volving the title to 80,000 acres of land in 
Humboldt County, valued at over $1,000,000, 
is now before the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals for decfsion. It is an appeal in 
a suit in equity brought by the United States 
as plaintiff against the American Lumber 
company, an Illinois corporation, and the 
Central Trust company to about 200 patents 
for timber land on the ground that they 
were obtained by fraud. 

It is charged that Scotch capitalists or- 
ganized the Illinois corporation and em- 
ployed about 200 men whose names are 
given to locate timber lands, which were 
then conveyed to the lumber company. 

It is also alleged that after 8, acres had 
been secured in the same way a trust deed 
was made to the Central Trust company as 
trustee to secure the payment of bonda,

Counsel Agree to Delay the 
Second Murder Trial. 


WAIT OF THREE WEEKS. 


Wind Taken Out of the Schaack 
Decapitation Yarn. 


HORTON MAY BE THE JUDGE. 


Luetgert's second trial will be called, prob- 
ably before Judge Horton, in two or three 
weeks, Until yesterday, when the State's 
Attorney and the counsel for the defendant 
got together, it seemed probable that he 
would be hurried to trial immediately. 

State’s Attorney Deneen, in his anxiety for 
an early hearing, has been impelled chiefly 
by a desire to avoid complications that 
might arise because of the statute which 
provides that a prisoner shall be tried within 
four months of his indictment. It is a 
question whether a so-called mistrial ™ 
would be counted atrial; and in this even 
it is possible Luetgert might be released ! 
he were not tried before the expiration of 
the October term, which ends this week. 

But it seems the attorneys for the defense 
are even more willing than those for the 
State that the trial should be deferred for 
a short time. At the conference attorneys 
for the defense agreed that they would move 
for a continuance of the case when it is 
called up this week. 

“TI do not think Luetgert will be stubborn 
in the matter, sald Attorney Phalen. “ He 
doubtless will agreé that it will be best to 


| defer the trial for a short time. It will be 


sufficient to allow it to over to the Novem- 
ber term of court.“ 

Attorney Vincent, too, is in favor of defer- 
ring the trial Tor a week or two until all 
sides are better prepared to resume the labor 
of going over again the immense volume of 
evidence. 


That Schaack Story Exploded. 


A report went abroad during the day that 
Attorney Vincent had already made a move 
to bring about the decapitation of Inspector 
Schaack, as he has threatened to do. 

This, however, is not exactly true. Adams 
A. Goodrich and Vincent ealled on Mayor 
Harrison during the day. Judge Goodrich 
is not only a leading Democrat, but one of 
Mr. Harrison's bridewell inspectors, and 
his mission was to introduce his partner, the 
chief attorney for Luetgert in the recent 
trial, who had a complaint to make. 

The object of that complaint was Inspector 
Schaack, and the burden of it was that the 
Inspector, in a recent interview credited to 
him in a morning newspaper, had been made 
to connect a statement made to him to the 
effect Juror Harley had been a client of the 
firm of Goodrich & Vincent with the.verdict 
he voted for in the Luetgert case. This, Mr. 
Vincent declared, was entirely wrong, and 
he asked the Mayor to call the Inspector to 
account for the alleged interview and obtain 
a statement from him as to whether he had 
made the statement attributed to him, and, 
if he had made it, whether he would stand 
by it. 

* Harrison promised to look into the 
matter, and may bring it to the attention of 
the Inspector. 


O’Malley on the Scene. 


It happened that at the same time Messrs. 
Goodrich and Vincent entered the Mayor's 
office Alderman O'Malley of the Twenty- 
third Ward went in also, although on a 
different errand, and as Mr. Harrison put 
it afterwards, “‘ when I saw the trio come 
in I said to myself, here they come after 
Schaack’s scalp again.”

DIFFERENTIAL PASSENGER RATES 
TO BE CONSIDERED. 7 


Board of Arbitrators of the Joint Traf- 
fie Association Will Give Them a 
Hearing in New York en Oct. 27- 
Considerable Trouble Among the 
Different Lines Between the East- 
ern City and Chicage—Universal De- 
mand Made by Vanderbilt Lines. 


Differential rates on passenger business 
between New York and Chicago will be 
given a hearing by the Board of Arbitrators 
of the Joint Traffic-association in New York 
on Oct. 27. 

Ever since the arbitrators granted the 
right to the Pan Handle road to make a 
differential rate via Pittsburg and the Penn- 
sylvania railroad there has been considera- 
ble trouble among the different lines between 
Chicago and New York. The Nickel Plate 
has come to the front with a demand for a 
differential rate over the New York Central, 
which is a standard line, on the ground that 
the Pennsylvania railroad east of Pittsburg 
holds the same relative position as regards 
rates as the New York Central. Not con- 
tent with that, the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Central railroads, which are also standard 
lines, demand the right to make differential 
rates over the West Shore, Lackawanna, 
and Lehigh Valley roads, which are the dif- 
ferential lines west of Pittsburg. 

The arbitrators scarcely know what to do 
in the matter. If they refuse to grant the 
demand of the Vanderbilt lines the cry will 
be raised that they are discriminating in 
favor of, the Pennsylvania. If the demands 
of the Wanderbilts are acceded to then every 
line between Chicago and New York will 
be able to sell tickets at $2 less than the 
standard rate. Asa result few tickets would 
be sold at the standard rate except on the 
fast limited trains over the Fort Wayne, 
Lake Shore, and Michigan Central. The 
bulk of the business would go by the differen- 
tial lines, which offer just as good facilities 
and make equally as good time as the ordi- 
nary trains of the standard lines. 

The general opinion is that the outcome of 
the controversy about differential fares will 
result in knocking out differential rates en- 
tirely and lead to the establishment of uni- 
form rates by all routes. The Western roads 
have always contended that the differential 
rate principle is wrong and calculated to 
create trouble, and for this reason differ- 
ential rates have never been recognized by 
the Western roads.

Officials of ‘the Erie railway point to a 
phenomenal run made by a special train 
which brought President Thomas and Vice 
President Merrill to this city a day or two 
ago.

Bucyrus, O., Oct. 23.—[Special.]—An ex- 
perimental train consisting of 118 cars, of 
which 53 were loaded and 65 empty, all 
drawn by engine 123, passed over the Penn- 
sylvania line last evening, going eastward. 
This train, which is said to be the greatest 
train ever pulled on the road by a single 
engine, was nearly a mile in length. The 
same engine, which is one of the heaviest 
and most powerful on the road, returned 
west today with 109 cars, having dropped off 
nine from the number for the return. The 
object of this train is purely experimental 
to test the limit of the best engines on the 
stiffest grades on this western division. A 
helping engine followed closely in the rear 
of the train and found it necessary to come 
to the help of engine 123 in coming up the 
grade just west of Nevada and again just 
east of Bucyrus. It is estimated that these 
grades will be so reduced next season that 
the single engine will be able to carry 118 
cars over them without difficulty,

Colonel 
Stephen Downey, the well-known promoter 
of Wyoming, is interested with Mr. Teller 
in the enterprise. This railroad will open 
up one of the richest and most extensive of 
the undeveloped regions of the middle West.

The trustee said that out of the sixteen 
truant agents in the employ of the 
board fifteen are women. The law re- 
quires the truant affairs to arrest any child 
found on the streets or habitually haunt- 
ing public places. and he said that it was 
ridiculous to expect a woman to arrest a 
boy. His idea was that the Board of Edu- 
cation was making a laughing stock of the 
law. 


Appointment of Mrs. Hull’s Niece. 


The remarks of Trustee Gallagher were 
called forth by the naming of a Miss Green, 
the niece of Trustee Mrs. Perry A. Hull, as 
a substitute truant officer in place of Miss 
Teresa Ellenberger, who is in ill-health. 

Trustee Keating joined with Trustee Gal- 
lagher in denouncing the plan of putting 
none but women on the force of truant offi- 
ders. T. J. Bluthardt, Superintendent of 
Compulsory Education, expects to ask for 
some men for his force before Dec. 1. When 
he makes his requisition it is expected that 
a lively time will follow. 


Position Now a Sinecure. 


Trustee Gallagher ‘said he would oppose 
placing on the truant officer force any more 
women. 

“The position,“ he added, is a sinecure 
as it is constituted at present, and is a happy 
solution of the question of members of the 
board finding places for their friends. The 
position pays §7T5 a month and is worth se- 
curing. Some of the young women ap- 
pointees are well suited to take their posi- 
tion in society, but they are failures as 
truant officers. They were never intended 
for the place and the law never intended 
that women should be given the positions.“ 


MUST ANSWER TO JUDGE BURKE

GENERAL ELECTRIC IN COURT. 


Bill Filed to Restrain the Transfer of 
Its Franchises to Metropolitan 
Traction Company. 


A bill was filed in the Superior Court yes- 
terda¥ te restrain Perry A. Hull, Albert G. 
Wheeler, and Lucius Clark from transfer- 
ring the franchises of the General Electric 
Street railway company to a new corpora- 
tion called the Metropolitan Traction com- 
pany. The complainants are Napoleon B. 
Rappleye, Belle B. Bates, John T. Dale, 
Marie Brandenburg, and Frank E. Tou- 
mans, all of whom are stockholders of the 
General Electric. The complainants say 
Clark and Hull caused the directors of the 
General Eleetric to issue $500,000 worth of 
bands, secured by a mortgage on the fran- 
chises of the company, and the bonds were 
placed in their hands. The directors of the 
General Electric then, it is alleged, executed 
a lease of all the franchises and the prop- 
erty of the company to Wheeler, which 
lease was conditioned to pay the principal 
and interest of the bond issue and the addi- 
tional sum of.$5,000 a year rental. Wheeler 
at once assigned the lease to the Metropoli- 
tan Traction company. This ‘transaction, 
the complainants say, amounts in effect to 
an absolute transfer to Hull, Clark, and 
Wheeler of all the property of the General 
Electric company and is a fraud on the 
rights of the stockholders of the company.

MARIE ANDERSON AT DUNNING. 


Husband of the Woman Declares He 
Is Not Wealthy as Reported, but 
Will See That His Wife Is Put ina 
Private Institution—Says A. W. Win- 
berg and Other Petition Signers Are 
Hostile te Him Because of Swedish 
Lodge Trouble. 


President D. D. Healy of the County 
board will visit Dunning today and make a 
personal investigation of the case of Marie 
Anderson, who is alleged to be kept at the 
County Asylum without cause. Mr. Healy’s 
determination to conduct a personal inves- 
tigation is due to the fourth effort made in 
the last three years by the woman's friends 
to secure her release. It comes in the shape 
of a petition containing sixty names, mostly 
of North Side Swedish property-owners, to- 
8 with the opinions of several authori- 
tles. 1 

Mrs. Anderson is the wife of Hans An- 
derson, a jeweler, 181 Chicago avenue, who 
is reputed to be worth $25,000. She was 
sent to Dunning twenty-three years ago, 
and, though of recent years the woman's 
friends have made attempts to secure her 
release, each attempt has failed. The Dun- 
ning authorities repeatedly have pro- 
nounced the woman incurable, and have re- 
fused to permit her to be turned over to her 
relatives. 

A. W. Winberg, who heads the petition for 
the woman's release, and other signers as- 
sert that, while they are not certain as to 
Mrs. Anderson’s sanity, they are indignant 
because her husband has allowed her to re- 
main a public charge for so many years, in 
view of the fact that he is reputed to be 
well-to-do. 

Most of us knew this unfortunate woman 
and her family long before she came to this 
country,“ said Mr. Windberg. and we be- 
lieve it is an outrage that she should be kept 
in such a place as Dunning.”’ 

Mr. Anderson, the patient’s husband, al- 
leges that Winberg and certain other sign- 
ers of the petition are avowed enemies of 
his, and frequently have threatened to 
make trouble for him because of some fric- 
tion in one of the Swedish lodges recently. 
He says the same persons have made sev- 
eral attempts during the last three years to 
injure him and his business.

CALLS A. H. REVELL TO COURT. 


Attorney General Wants a Chicago 
Business-Man to Remove Two 
Piers from Lake Michigan. 


Springfield, III., Oct. 23.—[Special.]—An 
important case will be argued before the Su- 
preme Court on Monday, which involves the 
right of an indtwidual to protect the shore 
line of his property by building structures 
out into the water. The title of the case is 


the people, on relation of the Attorney Gen- 


eral, against Alexander H. Revell. It is a 
test case brought here from the Circuit 
Court of Cook County, and the result will be 
keenly watched for by property-holders who 
have built piers and other structures in Lake 
Michigan in order to protect their property 
from washing away. he Attorney General 
brings the information to compel Revell to 
remove two piers, one of which was built in 
1890 and the other in 18938. The question isa 
new one in Illinois, and no opinion has ever 
been handed down by the Supreme Court in 
relation to it. 

Judge Gibbons, in rendering the decision 
of the Circuit Court of Cook County, said 


that the construction of pliers was unlawful, 


hut that a man had a right to protect his 
property, and no particular injury had been 
done to any one in their construction. 

The case of Harvey and other property 
owners against the Aurora and Geneva 
railroad company will also be argued on 
Monday. The railroad company filed a pe- 
tition to construct a road from Aurora to: 
Geneva. About five miles of the road runs’ 
along the public highway and about one mile 


near Batavia wilt be constructed on private 


property. Condemnation proceedings were 
resisted by the property-owners on the 
ground that there was no power to condemn 
private property in order to construct such 
a road. The Circuit Court of Kane County 
overruled the contention and held that the 
road had power to condemn that property, 
and the suit now pending in the Circuit Court 
was brought here on a writ of error. The 
contention of the Aurora and Geneva road 
is that under the horse and dummy act full 
power is given for the purpose of condemn- 
ing property for such purposes. 


STEAMER MACATAWA BURNED. 


Old Excursion Boat Destroyed by Fire 
on the Calumet River with a | 
Loss of $3,500. 


The excursion steamer Macatawa was 
burned yesterday on the Calumet River at 
One Hundred and Twenty-second street, in- 
volving a logs of about $3,500 for the owners 
of the boat, Reilly & Johnson. The Critten- 
den bridge nearby was also threatened with 
destruction for a time; and the Chappell 
chemical works had a narrow escape from 
burning. * 

When Foreman C. A. Flanagan, who was 
the first to reach the boat, saw where the 
flames were located, he knew that an at- 
tempt to save it would be useless. The 
boiler-room was in flames and before the 
department arrived both docks were on fire. 
The Macatawa was a two-deck steam 
launch, with a length of ninety-six feet and 
a breadth of seventeen feet. She was five 
feet and nine inches deep. The boat was 
constructed in 1883 and was named for 
Macatawa Beach, near Holland, Mich.

Three Alleged Saloonkeepers in the 
Prohibition District Indicted 
by the Grand Jury. 


The war béing waged on blind pigs by 
the Evanston Four-Mile league was carried 
to the grand jury room yesterday and the 
following alleged keepers e indicted: 
Arthur W. smith, J. C. Brodkorb, and James 
P. O'Neill. Charles G. Warner, W. W. Scott, 
and Washington Keefe testified against the 
indicted men. Warner and Scott are detec- 
tives employed by the league, and Keefe is 
an officer of the Evanston police. The de- 
tectives produced several bottles of whisky 
purchased from the indicted men and testi- 
fied to having n their customers for some 
time back. The Evanston people have de- 
clared that thé blind pigs shal! be abol- 
ished and a félentless warfare is being 
waged against them.

He was anxious to complete 
his mission previous to the reassembling of 
Congress and, quoting the cablegram, the 
final effort he made to attend the banquet 
tendered him by the American Chamber of 
Commerce on Wednesday last caused his 
breakdown.“ 

Major Handy's Chicago friends imagined 
as much. No man can keep it up forever 
without breaking down.

the violet. There has hot been a banquet on 
either hemisphere since the landing of the, 
pilgrims which has not been attended by the 
Major.

He pre- 
sided at a farewell dinner given to General 
Cornwallis at the Yorktown club. 

Naturally this habit of eating an eight or 
ten course dinner every day for 250 years has 
made inroads on Major Handy’s constitu- 
tion.

TIED. HIS COWS ON THE TRACK. 


Florida Man’s Ingenious Scheme to 
Get Rich by Beating the 
Railroads. 


Pensacola, Fla., Oct. 17.~[Charleston, W. 
Va., Gazette.]—The Louisville and Nashville 
railroad has just uncovered a clever but old- 
fashioned scheme of robbery which has puz- 
fled its detectives for two years. Jackson 
County raises a few cattle, but it isn’t a 
Texas ranch by a greatdeal. Fortwo years 
past all the cattle in this county seem to 
have cultivated the Louisville and Nash- 
ville. The number of cows killed on that 
line in this county exceeds anything in the 
history of the road. 

Detective Watts has been looking up the 
previous condition of servituds! of these 
numerous valuable sacrifices to éngines and 
has discovered a plot which has cost the 
company thousands of dollars. The man 
who conceived and executed this coup Is 
J. D. Stilly. He is an artist. It was Stilly’s 
idea to scour the country adjoining the ra!l- 
road and buy up all the lame, halt, and blind 
cattle to be had. 

An old cow is worth about $1.50. &tilly 
would purchase these attenuated creatures 
and drive them to his farm. What he did 
with them the neighbors neither knew nor 
cared until the railroad people began an in- 
vestigation. Then Stilly took to the swamps. 
The detective discovered that the. cows 
which the slow Florida trains were Killing 
all bélonged to the tribe of has beens,’ 
and that in every casé in the courts the de- 
ceased milkers were paid for as thorough- 
bred animals, which are not anf too com- 
mon in Jackson County. 

The detective sought out the man who 
could own 80 many.

PNEUMATIC CANDLESTICE. 


Pneumatic inventions have begun in the 
realm of the household. Candlesticks are 
now made by “ pneumatic ” methods, which 
can be stuck against any wall without dim 
culty and without hurting the wall. An in- 
genious system of jointing renders it useful 
for both tables and walls. Fixed upon a 
table or bracket it serves as an ordinary 
candlestick, but with the advantage thas, 


being adherent, it cannot be overturned; 
hence no danger from fire and no spots from 
melted wax. In order to fix it to a mirror, 
piano, wall, window pane, etc., it suffices to 
place even with the rubber the movable 
metallic disk situated in the center of the 
vent, so as not to cause a vacuum in ad- 
vance. The rubber disk is then moistened 
with the finger, and the candlestick, having 
been applied to the object, is screwed up. 
The air becomes rarefied and thé candlestic 
adheres perfectly. In order to remove it it 
is only necessary to unscrew it, when it will 
at once become detached without hecessitat- 
ing any pulling that might injure the object 
to which it Is attached.

reAding in regular army circles upon any 
military matter which he has touched with 
his pen. 

In his article, which treats almost wholly of 
the manning of coast defense, high power 
guns and heavy mortars, the writer gives 
the public some disquieting facts and seeks 
to awaken the people to a condition which 
will soon confront them. 

General Wingate starts out with the plain 
staterient that the existing artillery forces 
of the United States are “‘ utterly inadequate 
for national defense,“ and that the great 
danger arising from this condition is so 
little appreciated by the public that it is 
the duty of every one to do what he can to 
remedy the evil. 


Coast Defenses Being Built. 


The people of the country know that recent 
appropriations by Congress have been made 
for the reconstruction of the coast defense 
of the country on modern lines. General 
Wingate calls sharp attention to the fact 
that by June next one-half of the system 
will be completed and the guns and mortars 
on their emplacement, but that there will 
be no force of artillerists to man them. 
While the work of making the guns has been 
going on and the people have been regarding 
the proceeding with complacency, the 
equally important work of providing the 
men behind the guns has been neglected. 
General Wingate argues that the millions 
spent will have been simply thrown away 
unless something is speedily done to provide 
gunners. 

The writer inveighs against the calmness 
with which the condition of affairs is borne 
and says: 

Our press and members of Congress are 
fierce to resent the slightest infringement 
upon American rights’ and we construe 
‘American rights’ to cover both North 
and South America. Tet,“ he contin- 
ues a little further on, we e are content to 
leave our defenses and our new high-power 
guns without men enough to keep them in 
order, let alone use them as weapons.“ 


Sanguine Belief of the People. 


General Wingate writes of the sanguine 
belief of the people in the ability of the 
prowess of the American volunteer to carry

General Wingate quotes Lieutenant Car- 
baugh of the United States army as saying 
that not one-half of the present enlisted 
artillery force of the service are capable of 
becoming efficient gunners, and in- 
cludes even those men who have had ex- 
perience at the Fortress Monroe school, 

„ How then,“ he asks, can it be expected 
that gunners can be obtained from hasty 
levies of uninstructed volunteers?’ 


Artillery Needed Quickly. 

He wishes it to be remembered that when 
artillery is needed it is needed quickly and 
badly; that steam has bridged the oceans 
and that in modern wars it is a word 
and a blow, and the blow is frequently a 
little ahead.“ 

General Wingate gives some figures in 
his paper that are nothing short of startling. 
It should be remembered that in seven 
months one-half of the coast armament 
will be in place. The present entire ar- 
tillory force of the United States; both in 
light and heavy batteries, is only 8,800 men. 
When the new system of fortifications is 
completed 29,000 artillerista will be needed 
to provide one relief for service at the guns, 
while three reliefs are required in war. The 
present fortifications around New York 
alone require 7,000 men, and when those 
now under construction about that city are 
completed a force of 13,000 men will be re- 
quired. The whole system of defenses when 
completed will contain 2,000 guns and mor- 
tars. The present artillery force will not 
provide two men to a gun, e 

„Moreover,“ declares the writer, “ if the 
artillery force should be increased at once 
to 7,500 it is clear it would not be possible 
to obtain from that number 4,000 good gun- 
ners. It needs no argument to show that it 
is perfectly idle to think of having less than 
two skilled gunners to a gun to in any way 
make it effective in war. Consequently an 
increase in the artillery to 7,500 is the very 
lowest which this country can get along 
with.“ 


Trained Gunners Needed. 


General Wingate discusses what has been 
said about providing necessary artillery 
forces from the National Guard. He con- 
siders nothing that has been suggested is 
practicable and says forcibly: 

What is needed and needed now, and in 
the very worst way, is a sufficient force of 
trained gunners.” 

On the assumption that the artillery force 
is to be increased to 7,500 men he declares 
the recruits must be the highest grade of 


mechanics and that sufficient inducements 


of pay and quarters should be given to se- 
cure their enlistment. 

The use of one of General Wingate's own 
expressions in the article would sum up 
fairly the aim of his paper. Of heavy guns 
without artillerists to man them, he writes: 

et we are content to leave our defenses 
and our new high-power guns without men 
enough to keep them in order, not to men- 
tion using them as weapons, ae if they were 
a sort of military scarecrow which would in 
themselves keep away an enemy, as a farm- 
5 old clothes frighten birds away from his 
grain.”’

Te New York Sun of Friday contains an 
editorial headed Mr. Dana in the War—A 
Personal View.“ It issigned Leslie J. Perry, 
and is in part as follows: 

General Grant and Mr. Dana appear to 
have been in thorough accord on all ques- 
tions relating to the war. In fact, we know 
from the records that one of the specific 
objects sought by Secretary Stanton in 
sending Mr. Dana to the Army of the Ten- 
nessee was to have observation taken of Gen- 
eral Grant’s character and personal habits, 
about which at that time, growing out of the 
cloud of calumny, there was considerable 
doubt. But on his arrival on the Mississippi 
Mr. Dana quickly discovered that Grant 
was a thoroughly honest, capable officer, 
full of energy, and in dead earnest in the 
work of putting down the rebellion. Indeed, 
Mr. Dana’s powerful pen and great personal 
influence with Lincoln and Stanton bore a 
determining part in sustaining Grant at 
Washington at a critical period of the Gen- 
eral’s fortunes. Just then he needed just 
such help as he got from the civilian. 

Practically Mr. Dana represented the 
President and Secretary of War with the 
armies, although his ostensible mission at 
first was that of inspector of the pay de- 
partment. His whole business, as in the 
case of Grant, was to make observation of 
the administrative and military operations 
tn distant quarters, where the Generals com- 
manding were almost independent of the 
central authority by reason of their remote- 
ness. He was a keen-eyed observer, and his 
extraordinary grasp of the situation upon 
the various theaters of war which he visited, 
his sagacity in weighing the worth or worth- 
lessness of the great officers chosen to carry 
out the vast military designs of the.govern- 
ment, his acute discernment of their strong 
and weak qualities, and above all the subtle 
power and scope of his vigorous reports to 
Secretary Stanton*of what he saw, make 
them the most remarkable, interesting, and 
instructive collection of official documents 
relating to the rebellion. 

The more familiar one becomes with these 
telegrams and letters, sent in red-hot haste 
from the scene of action, sometimes penned 
within cannon range of the contending 
armies, the better he understands why Mr. 
Dana felt genuine personal pride as he 
looked back over this four years’ epoch in 
his long, busy, and useful life. He was 
undoubtedly justified in this pride He 
had taken part in great events. He had 
been the daily associate and accepted coun- 
selor of some of. the greatest men in the 
world’s history, the confidant of their pur- 
poses, and the possessor of the inner se- 
erets of a powerful government. For the 
whole period of his service as Assistant 

ecretary of War he enjoyed the unreserved 
confidence of all, not only his superiors in 
WawShington, but the brave but sometimes 
jealous, caballing, domineering military 
officers in the field. 

He was the confidential friend of Edwin 
M. Stanton, and on intimate terms with 
the President. The records leave no room 
for doubt that Mr. Lincoln held a warm 
regard for Mr. Dana. Mr. Stanton 
learned his great value at the very outset; 
this astute lawyer and statesman reliod 
implicitly upon Mr. Dana’s almost infalli- 
ble judgment to keep himself straight in 
dealing with many affairs of the very great- 
est concern: Aside from this mere ma- 
chine side of the question, he bore for Mr. 
Dana a deep respect and affection, as 1 
gather from the records. ; 

It is impossible to estimate Mr. Dana’s 
influence upon the results of the war. That 
it was direct and potent is known by #1 
who knew the facts. His genius for stat- 
ing briefly and forcibly his convictions and 
conclusions was so great, his thorough 
knowledge of the matter in hand so mani- 
festly clear, his judgment in nine cases out 
“of ten so palpably correct, his personal re-

Dana’s services, and the singular com- 
pleteness of fheir record. 

Mr, Dana went to the armies armed with 
an unusual commission, That is one of the 
few documents which does not appear in 
the War Records, but fortunately it been 
preserved. Under his first instryctions he 
proceeded West, and for a time was 
stationed at Memphis, Tenn., whencé he 
began to send in his extraordinary dis- 
spatches, informing the government of all 
that was going forward, or standing still. 
But this was too distant from the scene of 
military activities for Mr. Stanton’s ardent 
representative; he wished to be at Vicks- 
burg, which had then become the focus of 
the campaign. He telegraphed Mr. Stanton 
on March 26, 1868: 

Let me suggest that I should be much more use- 
ful farther down the river than here. At General 
Grant's headquarters I can get the truth. Here it 
is dificult and uncertain, 

To this request Mr. Stanton four days later 
sent the following reply: 


War Department, March 80, 1863.—C. A. Dana, 
Esq., Memphis, Tenn., via Cairo: Your telegrams 
have been received, and, although the informa- 
tion has been meager and unsatisfactory, I am 
conscious that arises from no fault of yours. You 
Will proceed to General Grant’s headquarters, or 
wherever you may be best able to accomplish the 
purposes designated by this departmént. ‘You will 
consider your movements te be governed by your 
own discretion without any restrictions. 

EDWIN M. STANTON, Secretary of War. 

On April 2 Mr. Dana availed himself of the 
latitude thus granted. He started down the 
river to Vicksburg. His army career may 
be said to have begun on this date. He did 
not leave Grant’s army until the Confederate 
Pemberton was a prisoner and Vicksburg 


was in Union hands. 


Something of his influencé upon events 
may be gathered from the following facts 
relating to the siege of Vicksburg. In the 
beginning Grant's forces were too small 
to complete the circumvallation of the 
town, and there was fear that Pembertén’s 
army might, after alk escape. Mr. Dana 
saw this, and in the last days of May began 
to point out the urgent hecessity of strength- 
ening Grant. In his dispatch of May 80 an- 
nouncing that he was going down to. Port 
Hudson, at General Grant's request, to see 
if General Banks could not spare some men 
to ald in the capture of Vioksburg,; Mr. Dana 
closed in the following words: 

I have thought it to be my duty to do everything 
that may obviate the possible necessity of ng 
the siege of Vicksburg. I expect to de d re 
by June 4. 

This is the ringing dispatch the Secretary 
of War sent to his representative's appeal: 

War Department, June 6, 1963.—©. A. Dana, 
Esq., Grant’s Headquarters, near Vicksburg: Your 
telegrams up to the 80th have deen received. 
Everything in the power of this government will be 
put forth to ald General Grant. The emergency is 
not underrated here. Your telegraths are a great 
obligation, and are looked for with interest. 
I cannot thank you as much as I feel the service 
you are now rendering. You have been appoitited

My report today is of deplorable importance. 
Chickamauga is as fata} a name in our history as 
Bull Run. Never in any battle I have wit- 
nessed was there stich a mass of cannon and mus- 
ketry. This lasted some twenty minutes, and then 
Van Cleve, on Thomas' right, was seen to give 
way, but im tolerable order, soon after which the 
lines of Sheridan and Davis broke in disorder, 
borne. down by immense colunins.of the enemy, 
» « + It was wholesale panic. Vain were all at- 
tempts to rally them. They retreated directly 
across two lines of considerable ridges running 
parallel to our line of battle, and then most of them 
made their way over Missionary Ridge and are 
coming here by Chattanooga Valley road. 
Rosecrans escaped by Rossville road, etc. 

For a time after Chickamauga the army was 
beleaguered in Chattanooga, its line of sup- 
plies mainly cut off, and nearly starved out. 
Its condition was very desperate. Thou- 
sands of horses and mules died from starva- 
tion. Mf. Dana’s description of these dis- 
astrous days lost nothing by his surround- 
ings. 

On Oct. 24 Mr. Dana joyfully telegraphed 
Mr. Stanton: x 

Grant arrived last night, wet, dirty, and weil. 

Rosecrans was superseded and the great

Another specimen of the dispatches Mr. 
Dana from time to time sent in: 

Chattanooga, Tenn., Oct. 29, 1863.—The Hon. E. 
M. Stanton, Secretary of War: General Grant de- 
sires me to request for him that Lieutenant Colonel 
J. H. Wilson of his staff, Captain of Engineers, be 
appointed Brigadier General of volunteers. Grant 
wants him to command cavalry, for which he 
possesses uncommon qualifications, Knowing 
Willson thoroughly I heartily indorse the applica- 
ton. Grant also wishes me to have both Hooker 
and Slocum removed from his command, and the 
Eleventh and Twelfth corps consolidated under 
Howard. He would himself order Hooker and 
Slocum away, but hesitates because they have 
just been sent here by the President.

and elsewhere. As a show of horses it 
promises to pass the high-water mark; as a 
society event it may be much; it cannot 
well be little. 


Work at the Coliseum. 

At the Coliseum the work of preparing 
the great building for its gala week is well 
under way. Long rows of stalls around the 
building’s sides are being completed. Above 
them rise the tiers of seats facing the ring, 
those at the bottom close behind the line of 
boxes, whose brass rails and careful work- 
manship givé them the appearance of per- 
manent fixtures rather than the passing 
constructions of a one-week show. Before 
the boxes stretches a broad promenade, 
and beyond that the wide level upon which 
the horses are to be displayed. 

At present the fronts of the boxes, the 
rail before the promenade, and the long 
sweep of the beams to the roof above are 
bare of decoration. When the show opens 
boxes and promenade will be banked with 
ferns and the roof will be almost concealed 
by bunting and other decorations. 

Under the tower, but on the main floor, 
are the clubrooms, already beginning to 
show the first of the expensive decoration 
which is to transform them before the show 
opens. There are three of them, opening 
together, the reception-room in the middle. 
This is to be a Turkish ” room—Turkish 
hangings covering the walls and shutting 
the room into a shape almost circular, Turk- 
ish rugs ob the floors, and around the sides 
broad Turkish divans, the only seats. On 
each side of it are restaurants—one for 
women, one for gentlemen—opening into it 
through broad doorways. 


Many Horses Entered. 

Society—human society in evening dress— 
will flood the clubrooms, the promenade, 
and the boxes; equine society, just as far 
up in its respective scale, will fill the broad 
space in the middle of the building. From 
Monday morning until Saturday night the 
judges, passing upon two classes at a time, 
will be continually at work. If all goes 
smoothly, so many are the classes, they will 
just get through. They will inspect and 
pass upon the merits of some 1,000 horses, 
many of them entered in several classes and 
examined several times. They will watch 
horses shown at the halter, under the rein 
before a score of different etyles of vehicle, 
and under the saddie—horses standing, 


walking, trotting, running, and jumping— 
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the best horses of their kinds to be found in 
this part of the world, and perhaps in any 
other. 

It is a fact developed by the experience of 
previous horse shows, both in New York 
and elsewhere, that it is the horse of the 
hackney breed, the high-stepping, “ styl- 
ish” horse of the English roads, that 
arouses the enthusiasm of the spectators 
and makes the horse show successful. The 
promoters of the Chicago show felt that a 
strong hackney exhibit was a necessity. 
But the hackney is not a common horse, 
The expense of its importation, the price 
ordinarily commanded by it, have so far 
restricted its handling almost wholly to 
the wealthy men of the East. A special 
effort was made to interest these men in 
the Chicago show. As a result, in this espe- 
cial line there is to be an unprecedented 
exhibit. Hardly a man of note among 
handlers of the hackney breed in the United 
States and Canada but will have an ex- 
hibit of his best at the Coliseum when the 
show opens. 


Great Display of Hunters. 
In other lines the success has been almost 
as great.. The exhibit of saddle horses and 
jumpers will be exceptionally large. And 


not the least peculiar thing in this connec- 


tion is that Chicago, a city without a hunt 
club, or even the rudiments of one, despite 


frequent efforts to bring about such an or- 
ganization, will probably see one of the 
greatest exhibits of hunters ever brought 
together in this country. Many of them 
come from the East, many from Canada. 
It is even possible that the horse show may 
bring about the formation of a Chicago 
hunt club, for Adam Beck of London, Ont., 
the President of the London Hunt club, has 
signified his intention of bringing not only 
a stud of sixteen hunters but a pack of 
hounds as well, ang has promised, if it is 
found pleasing to a sufficient number of 
Chicagoans, to give them the opportunity 


to enjoy a cross-country hunt. From Ham- 


ilton, Ont., another hunt club is coming. 
In all, the horses entered in the jumping 
classes number close upon seventy, more 
than ever before entered at any one show 
in this country, nearly thirty more than 
were entered at the last New York show, 
and several of them championship winners. 

In draft horses, in coach horses, and in 
jumping horses the list of entries is unprece- 
dented in the United States. 


Entries from Distant Points. 

The list of entries from distant points is 
long. From Canada there is booked an 
extensive exhibit of hackneys, thorough- 
breds, and Clydesdales, including champion- 
ship winners of each breed, besides the 
thirty or forty hunters entered in the jump- 


ing class. From the Nast, from New York, 
Pennsylvania, Vermont; Massachusetts, 
and Connecticut, there are many horses en- 
tered whose names are well known to those 
conversant with the prize lists of shows 
past. From the Middle and Western 
States come many more. 

In the list are plenty with great records 
behind them. F. C. Stevens of Utica, N. 
I., sends sixteen fine hackneys, among them 
Clifton II., winner of the Champion cup last 
year at New York, and Lady Sutton, win- 
ner of the junior championship at the New 
York show for the last two years. In his 
lot there is also Stella, winner of the Lon- 
don championship, never before exhibited 
in America. Dr. Webb, Fresident of the 
Wagner Palace Car company, sends a large 
exhibit, including Wildfire, placed first in 
New York in 1894 and 1895. Mr. Twom- 
bley of Madison, N. J., will exhibit a car- 
load of mares, several of which cost $12,500 
each. Mr. A. J. Cassett of Philadelphia 
sends an exhibit including Cadet, declared 
by many the best carriage horse ever shown 
in America. All these will probabiy be 
exhibited at the halter, but there will be no 
lack of Eastern entries shown in harness, 
to single, double, tandem, and four in hand, 
among them horses entered by Charles F. 
Bates of New York, Dr. George G. Gagnon 
and F. A. Fotteral of Philadelphia.

But while the entries from outside points :

to horsemen, there are many from this city 
and its vicinity which hold high records 
and have been shown in many places, The 
largest exhibit is that of M. W. Dunham, 
whose farm is at Wayne, III. Mr. Dunham 
has taken the whole western line of stalls 
and will show in as many as seventy-five 
classes. His entries are all French coach 
horses. Among them is Indre, a chestnut 
stallion, which took the first prize 
over all breeds at the ‘Universal 
Exposition in Paris in 1889, sev-

At the late term of the Superior Court 
before Judge Bonney more than $10,000 was 
paid in fines by liquor sellers, and besides 
many cases were appealed only in order to 
get a little more time.

There is 
no leader left on the side of prohibition able 
to take the place of General Dow, and the 
friends of the measure would be forced to 
fall back on the farmers and to ask them to 
stand by the law.

CIETY BE BETTER OFF WITHOUT dar- 

ITAL?” 

Tun Trisuns prints in another column a 
letter from a correspondent who, holding 
something like Bellamy Socialist views. be- 
lieves that society would be better off with- 
out capital. He is of the opinion that 
“humanity will fare best when the indi- 
vidual ownership of property is abolished, 
and “individualism ” crushed out. 

To begin with, in reply to other corre- 
spondents, the word society.“ as used by 
Tun Tripunz, is not intended to mean the 
members of the 400,” the “ capitalists,” 
or the “plutocrats.” It means the entire 
community—the people at large. So, to 
avoid any possibility of misconception, the 
question might better have been worded: 
“ Would the people of this country be better 
off without capital or capitalists?” 

The correspondent answers. the question 
in the affirmative, and thinks the present 
state of affairs, which is so objectionable to 
those impecunious individuals who have 
made a failure of life, should be swept away 
and the country be governed in accordance 
with Socialist theories. 

That is, he would vest all real and person- 
al property in the “ state,” to be adminis- 
tered by State, county, city, and other 
municipal officeholders. No individual and 
‘no family would be allowed to own any 
property. Every person would be required 
to labor according to his ability, age, health, 
and strength, the particular kind of work 
to be designated by the officeholders of the 
loca] subdivision in which he lives. 

Every person would have issued to him 
food, drink, and raiment according to his 
needs, but no more. He would occupy the 
quarters assigned for his residence, which 
would be provided with a little furniture 
and heat by the state.“ 

When ‘the Socialist system had been fully 
introduced there would be no money circu- 
lating in the ward, village, commune, or 
phalanstery. Nobody would need any, for 
he would be given orders on the communi- 
ty” store, on which he would draw his 
rations, or the clothing to which he was en- 
titled. 

Men and women would lead then the lives 
led now by the inmates of poorhouses ind 
bridewells. 
Eden,” which Bellamy paints in such glow- 
ing colors, would turn out to be nothing 
more nor less than a very shabby, uncom- 
fortable poorhouse. 

The great and fatal weakness of the 
whole scheme is that the Bellamyvites ” 
and Debsites take no account of the di- 
verse characters, of human beings. They 
differ as much and are as unlike in disposi- 
tions and characters as carnivorous and 
herbivorous animals—as_ tigers, bears, 
swine, jackals, wolves, dogs. baboons, go- 
rillas, monkeys, buffaloes, horses, sheep, 
deer, rabbits, polecats, rats, elephants, cam- 
els, gebras, and other animals. Imagine 
all these creatures loose in one inclosure 
and you have State secialism, or Bellamy’s 
cohperative plan, with all property rights 
abolished and no man or woman to own 
anything individually, neither personal nor 
real property, except the clothes on their 
backs and the last day’s rations doled out. 

The whole scheme in practice is a mixture 
of the military, State’s prison, and poor- 
house systems united and mixed to suit the 
cases. 

To preserve discipline and enforce rules 
of obedience the discipline of the army 
must be employed. 

If men are to be compelled to labor at 
what they are set at and to perform stated 
“stints” or tasks daily, the rules and 
methods of the penitentiary and chain gang 
must be employed, and for weak and worn- 
out people the methods of the poorhouses 
with their paupers must be resorted to. 

How are those mixed, diverse, and dis- 


i cordant elements to be handled and con- 


trolled when they are in the majority ina 
community, township, or county? Are 
they to be court-martialed and shot? Will 
not disobedience and violation of laws and 
rules require courts, sheriffs, police, law- 
yers, soldiers, and all the machinery of the 
“individualistic”? system of government? 

For the abolition of capital and capitalists 
is not going to change human nature. It is 
not going to make those peaceful who are 
now violent. It would not make those in- 
dustrious who are now sluggards. The bad 
men would remain bad, but they would be 
under less constraint than they are now. 

Would not society,“ or the communi- 
ty,” be miserably poor if this unnatural, 
arbitrary, artificial, tyrannical, socialist 
scheme were put in practice? Necessarily 
90, for its members could not be made to 
do even half as much work as they do now 
for wages, or a quarter as much as they do 
when they are working on their own ac- 
count. 

A community cannot have and distribute 
more than itearnsandcreates. A Socialist 
community cannot create yearly half as 
much as the individualist community did. 
‘Therefore, those who compose it will have 
less to consume unless they draw on their 
surpluses. These will be squandered 
speedily, and then previous comfort will be 
replaced by acute poverty. 

The selfish incentive to accumulation 
‘which causes toil and self-denial] so as to 
own something individually will be totally 
lacking in the socialistic, Debsite, Karl 
Marx, ond Bellamy society. Loafing and 
shirking, laziness and carelessness, will be 
the ‘constant practice; heartburning jeal- 
ousy, hatred, feud, and cheating will be 
almost universal.

There must be in- 
dividualism, personal liberty, and family 
property, real and personal: wages for 
work; money for things sold or bought; the 
right of every one to select his own trade or

“quadrilateral” Mayoralty contest 
in Wale New York is attracting attention 
in all parts of the union, That is not sur- 
prising. More than half a million votes will 
be cast when the election is held Nov. 2, 
only eight days from now, and the victor 
in the contest will manage the affairs of 
the second largest city in the world. 

Some things are plainly discernible. 
While sectarianism or theological questions 
are not spoken of by the press, they can be 
discovered easily as the voters range them- 
selves under the banners of the different 
candidates. 

The total registration is about 570,000. 
Of these men 200,000 hold the Roman 
Catholic fgith. About 100,000 voters be- 
long to the Protestant sects. The remain- 
ing 170,000 registered voters are not active 
members of any sect, and many of them 
may be described as “ nothingarians,” ag- 
nostics, and indifferents.“ 


Ninety or more per cent of the first named 


200,000 church members have enrolled 
themselves under Tammany and are going 
to vote its ticket. The most active political 
members belong to the powerful, compact, 
erithusiastic Irish Catholic element. The 


German Catholics are the next strongest. 


They support Tammany without much noise 
or demonstration. Then there are Italian, 
Spanish, and French Canadian Catholics. 

To these must be added many thousand 
Russian and Polish Jews who are support- 
ing Tammany, and also several thousand 
native born, Americans. They are mostly 
officeseekers, as indeed are nearly all the 
Tammanyites. Love of spoils” is the 
common tie which binds them all together. 

Thus Tammany can reckon on fully 100, 
000 votes for Van Wyck. Most of them 
will be ¢ast by men who are for 40-cent 
silver dollars, but the silver question has 
been dodged most sedulously. But because 
Tammany has. dodged the silver question 
and refused to make it an issue—or to have 
any issue except that of “ to the victors be- 
long the spoils —a good many gold Demo- 
crats are going to vote for Van Wyck. This 
makes a very formidable body of voters, 
which cannot be beaten as long as Van 
Wyck’s opponents are divided among three 
warring Camps and are cutting each other's 
throats. 

The second faction is made up of the sup- 
porters of Henry George. Among themare 
to be found the non-Catholic members of 
the trades unions, the ardent free silverites 
and greenback fiatists, and the land rent 
confiscators and cranks of every descrip- 
tion. His supporters claim that he bas 100,- 
000 names on the registration books. But 
even if he were to get that many votes he 
would not have enough to beat Tammany 
and elect himself. Frobably his actual vote 
will not exqeed 125,000, 

The third faction is supporting Low. 
About one-third of its members are Demo- 
crats—mostly non-Catholic Germans, led by 
Ottendorfer and the Staats-Zeitung, and 
American gold Democrats under Carl 
Schurz. The éther two-thirds are anti- 
Platt, anti-machine gold Republicans. 
They have about 120,000 votes pledged to 
Low, but that is not enough to elect him. 

The fourth and last faction takes in near- 
ly all the gold Republicans who adhere to 
Senator Tom Platt and intend at present 
to cast their votes for General Tracy. ‘They 
can give him from 80,000 to 100,000 votes, 
or quite enough to elect Low if cast for 
him as a choice of evils, but not more than 
half enough to defeat Tammany's man, 
Van Wyck, who is owned absolutely by 
Boss Croker. 

The inevitable conclusion is, then, that 
Van Wyck will be elected on account of the 
unfortunate division of his opponents be- 
tween Low and Tracy. Then Van Wyck, 
acting under Croker’s orders, will have the 
appointing of the following heads of de- 
partments!

The Mayor has about seventy appoint- 
ments to make in all.

PRIVATE MUNIFICENCE IN CHICAGO. 

While Chicago is the most widely known 
city of the new world it is no always well 
known. Being so young a city it is not 
strange that it should often be misrepre- 
sented and sometimes absurdly misunder- 
stood. A worthy man in this city who has 
a sister living in the interior of Russia re- 
ceived a letter from her the other day ask- 
ing him if it was really true that a man in 
Chicago had killed his wife and made sau- 
sage meat of her.. Her idea.of private mu- 
nificence in this town is probably not flat- 

tering. 

One of the distinguished scientists who 
was a speaker at Mr. Yerkes’ astronomical 
banquet at Kinsley’s the other night made 
a statement to the effect that only a little 
while ago a foreign observer, if asked to 
guess in what city of the world such an in- 
stance of private munificence as this which 
has given to the University of Chicago and 
to astronomical science generally the larg- 
est telescope in the world and the best 
equipped observatory, the last city he would 
have “ guessed would have been Chicago. 
This may de true; but, if so, it argues a 
strange ignorance on the part of the more 
or less observant foreigner as to the real 
character and history of Chicago. 

The fact is there is no city. in the world 
where private munificence has had so much 
to do in 80 short a time, or has done so 
much during the. last 8 years. 
Even a foreigner, if fairly intelligent, 
C 
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natherabie instances ot splendid private 


muniflcence. Those thagnificent gifts of in- 


dividuals for libraries, for colleges, for uni- 
versities, for hospitals, for museums, for 


churches, and for other institutions intend- 


ed for public use are not always trumpeted 


abroad, nor are they all by any means fully 


known here at home. Indeed, any one, 
whether a stranger or a citizen, makes a big 
mistake who imagines that the proverbial 
magnificence of Chicago enterprise is lim- 
ited to the great materialistic ventures and 
achievements. h awakened the wonder 
of all. No; 175 astronomical friends 
from abroad will give the heavens a rest for 
a little and just turn the scope of their tre- 
mendous searchlights upon what may be 
termed the educational, the philanthropic, 
and the religious munificences of the people 
of Chicago, especially since the great fire, 
their guesses will be more luminously truth- 
ful; and even this beneficence of Mr. Yerkes 
will appear not in the least less admirable 
but perhaps not quite so strange and won- 


derful. 


MR. CLEVELAND ON SELF-MADE MEN, 
The dissertation of Grover Cleveland on 
the subject of the “ Self-Made Man,” o 
the occasion of the Princeton University 
celebration on Friday last, is Ifkely to at- 


tract more than a passing notice—and all 


the more because the ex-President himself 
has attained to a degree of success, both 
politically and in a financial sense, which 
many believe has not been due entirely to 
* good luck.“ In this sense some may re- 
gard him as an example of the kind of man 
he was discussing, and therefore entitled 
to speak as an expert. 

However that may be, the theme is a 
suggestive one and offers a wide field for 
speculation and discussion. As viewed by 
Mr, Cleveland, however, he does not ap- 
pear to have been betrayed into any par- 
ticularly wild theorizings or fanciful con- 
clusions. So far from that, he adhered 
closely to the practical plane, very much as 
he was accustomed to do in his annual 
messages in dealing with the tariff question 
or the Treasury surplus. 

In saying this there is no disposition to 
depreciate the value of the ex- President's 
views. While recognizing the value of edu- 
cation as an aid to success, he is clearly of 
opinion that that does not furnish all that 
the really successful man needs, nor even 
the most important part. There must be a 
basis of moral qualities on which to build 
if the service of the self-made man shall be 
a real benefit to his country. Nothing,” 
Mr. Cleveland very truly says, “can take 
the place of a sensitive, discriminating con- 
science und a courageous conception of right 
and duty.” Where these are wanting, the 
scholar in politics—whether self-made or 
owing his superiority to the advantages of 
mere mental training—sometimes becomes 
a mere trickster, “ with the mask of educa- 


tion on his face, leading the way to the 


lowest depths of partisan deceit and in- 
trigue.” As he does not illustrate his posi- 
tion by examples here, there is still room 
for differences of opinion as to what rule 
shall determine when the politician is play- 
ing the part of the partisan or the patriot. 
Certainly the fact that he may simply dif- 
fer with some self-appointed authority will 
not always be conclusive. 

Mr. Cleveland is quite right in his opinion 
that a liberal education is not enough in 
itself to insure a useful or a successful 
career. Especially is this the case when 
it consists largely in the training received 
on the “ diamond field,” in “ slugball,” and 
other games upon which money is risked. 
Men educated on these lines may attain 
success, but it would be difficult to show in 
what respect any part of it was due to such 
training, while thousands of self-made men 
have attained success without it. 


LUETGERT SHOULD BE RETRIED. 
Luetgert, who has been tried and three- 
fourths convicted, should be tried again, 
and he should be tried as soon as possible. 
More than this, he should be tried as speedi- 
ly as is consistent with the processes of 
justice and the rights of the defendant. 
The second trial should be stripped of all 
extraneous matters, of all merely technical 
points, of all time-killing expedients, of all 
expert rubbish, and of all the devices of 

cunning lawyers which make for delay. 
If Luetgert had been charged with the 
commission of the erime of killing his wife 


and had been brought to trial in England, 


Ireland, Scotland, or Canuda, he would 
have been tried and a verdict would have 
been found in a week. Why should it take 
months in this country to accomplish the 
same object? Under the criminal practice 
of this State the recent trial was a shocking 
illustration of time-killing. All sorts of 
frivolous questions addressed to witnesses 
were allowed. All sorts of indecorous and 
undignified performances were allowed. It 
was at times hard to tell whether Luetgert 
was on trial or the police officers whe made 
the arrest, and made it upon the grounds 
which*the jury, including even the three 
men who held out so stubbornly, declare 
were sufficient. It is not at all remarkable 
that jurymen now say the expert testimony 
on bones, human or otherwise, cut no figure 
in their discussions. Probably not less than 
$2,000 was paid out, not for genuine ex- 
pert testimony, but for expert contradic- 
tions and expert rubbish. Apparently 
these experts on both sides were more 
anxious to convict each other of ignorance 
than they were to illuminate the minds of 
the jury or convey important information. 
And for this utterly worthless pretense for 
the promotion of the ends of justice all this 
money was thrown away! If there had not 
been numerous other reasons for the cor- 
rection of criminal trial procedure in the 
past the Luetgert trial would have been 
sufficient to suggest them. 

Trials in the United States courts are 
aggravating enough in their methods for 
time-killing, but they are short and to the 
point when compared with trials in the 
courts of Illinois when a defendant has 
money enough to fee lawyers and sympa- 
thizing friends enough to help spin out a 
case, Counsel complain of the difficulty in 
getting jurors. Is it any wonder that busy 
and intelligent men in this city dislike to 
serve on juries when they See a case like this 
Luetgert one spun out by all sorts of quips 
and technicalities and cunning devices, so 
as to last through a whole summer and 
half of an autumn? Is it any wonder that 
they use every means possible to avoid a 
task which becomes in the end one of phys- 
ical endtrance and implies dangerous risks 
to health and strength? 

Luetgert should be tried over again. The 
jury bas said unanimously that the police 

were justified in presenting him for trial. 
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found should not take much time or in- 
volve much expense. Expert testimony 
should cut little figure. The second trial 
ought not to oceupy half the time of the 
first under any circumstunces. 


ARCHBISHOP CORRIGAN’S | PLAN. 
According to a Washington dispatch to 
the New York World Archbishop Corrigan 
of the archdiocese of New York has pro- 
posed a plan looking to some sort of amalga- 
mation of the parochial schools under the 
management of the authorities of the Ro- 
man Catholie Church in New York with the 


gecular or public school system of that city. 


The plan, as proposed by the Archbishop to 


the superintendent of the New York City 


schools, contemplates the practical turning 
over of “the Catholic schools, with their 
70,000 children, to the municipal gchool 
authorities,” ‘with the condition that the 
church authorities shall be permitted to 


give an hour's instruction each day to the 


Catholic children of the public schools.” 
No additional stipulation as regards either 
textbooks of teachers is to be insisted upon. 
The plan is said to have met the approval 
of suffragans of the archdiocese of New 
York, ds well as other Metropolitans who 
are anxious to adopt it in their respective 


provinces. 


The proposition of the New York Arch-’ 


bishop differs materially from that of Arch- 
bishop Ireland of St. Paul, submitted a few 
years ago. He proposed that the Catholic 
children should be sent to the public schools 
with the understanding that, after the 
school day was over, the church authorities 
should have the privilege of sending to the 
schools teachers of their selection to give 
instruction on questions of Catholic faith 
and dogma. The proposition of the St. 
Paul prelate had the advantage of not en- 
croaching upon the regular school day, and 
there seems to have been little objection to 
it except that public property represented 
in the schoolhottses and otherwise would 
be used for settarian purposes, and the at- 
tention of Catholic teachers in the public 
schools, when employed in specia) religious 
instruction, would be unduly diverted from 
their regular duties in the former. For 
reasons of this character the proposition 
failed of acceptance. 

All the reasons urged against Archbishop 
Ireland’s proposition would seem to apply 
to that of Archbishop Corrigan, with the 
added fect that the latter would he in viola- 
tion of the educational amendment of the 
New York State constitution adopted in 
1894, which declareg in substance 


That neither the State nor any subdiviston there- 
of shall use its property or aredit or any public 
money. or authorize or permit either to be used. 
directly or tndirectly, tn ad or maintenance 
(other than for examination or inspection) of any 
school or Institution of learning that is wholly or 
in part under the control or direction of any re- 
ligfous denomination, or in which any denomina- 
tional tenet or doctrine is taucht. 


The evident object of the above provision 
was to prevent the use of school buildings 
and other property designed for school pur- 
poses in giving sectarian instruction of any 
sort. Besides this, there is no intimation 
given in the dispatch above referred to 
showing what portion of the day is to be de- 
voted to sectarian teaching under Arch- 
bishop Corrigan's plan. If it should come 
in the middle of the day or during the regu- 
lar school hours it would interrupt the 
course of regular instruction, not only for 
the child receiving religious training but 
for all others in the same school, while the 
employment of the same teachers in both 
the secular and sectarian departments 
would incapacitate them for the full per- 
formance of their obligations to the public 
school branch of the service. For this and 
other obvious reasons the Corrigan plan 


would seem wholly incompatible with the 


spirit and intent of the common school sys- 
tem, supported as it is by taxation of prop- 
erty-owners generally and without discrim- 
ination for the purposes of imparting in- 
struction on literary and scientific subjects. 
It is Impossible, therefore, to see what war- 
rant the pnblic school officials of New York 
City can have for entertaining such a prop- 
osition as that coming * the Metropoli- 
tan of New York. 

The provision of the Stake constitution of 
Illinois applying to this question (section 
8, article VIII., constitution of 1870) is ex- 
pressed in the following clear and specific 
terms: 


Neither the General Assembly nor any county, 
u. town, tewnship, schoo! district, or other pub- 
lic corporation shall ever make any appropriation 
or pay from any public fund whatever anything 
in ald of auy church or sectarian purpose, or to 
help support or sustain any school, academy, sem- 
inary, college, university, or other literary or 
scientific institutton controlled by any church or 
denomination whatever, nor shall any grant or 
donation of land, money, or other personal prop- 
erty ever be made by the State or any such public 
corporation to any church, or for any sectarian 


purpose, 

The intent and purpose of this section 
was to prevent the use of public property 
(school or otherwise) for sectarian purposes, 
and such will be its effect whenever and 
wherever enforced. It is intimated that 
the Corrigan scheme was to come up for 
consideration before the American hierar- 
chy composed of Archbishops of the Catho- 
lic Church which was to have met in Wash- 
ington on the 20th inst. If our Catholic 
fellow-citizens wish their children to enjoy 
the benefits of our éxcellent system of free 
school education—as Archbishop Corrigan’s 
proposition implies- let them enter the 
schools on the same conditions that the 
children of parents of other faiths—or no 
faiths at all—do, If it is desired by the ad- 
herents of any religious faith, Catholic or 
otherwise, to have their children instructed 
in their peculiar tenets, this instruction 
should be given at hours which do not in- 
terfere with the regular exercises of the 
public schools or the uses of school prop- 
erty. Such instruction under any other 
conditions would be in violation of the let- 
ter and spirit of the constitution and school 
laws of most of the States and would be 
wholly inadmissible. 


SLUGBALL CASUALTIES. 
A morning paper of this city, speaking of 
the game of slugball, says: 
The absence of brutality and ungentlemanly 


behavior thus far has been noteworthy. Although 


the game is played in every vacant lot and every 
little school has its eleven, the example of the 
great universities in prohibiting foul work has 
proved effective. 


On Sunday last Tue Trisvne printed a 
list of the cagtialties growing out of bru- 
talities practiced on the field between Sept. 
25 and Oct. 17. Up to the latter date there 
had been four general slugging metches, 


two sprained legs, one ear injured, one eye 
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rice B. Moran of West Superior lies in a 
critical condition, having received internal 
injuries by a foul tackle, and Benjamin 
Rich of the Tyrone, Pa., team was killed, 
eight players of the opposing team having 
thrown themselves upon him while he was 
running wjth the ball. The summary of 
the season thus far is: Killed, 1; probably 
fatally injured, 2; severely injured, 78. 

For a game characterized by “the ab- 
sence of brutality and ungetlemanly be- 
havior,” and freed from its objectionable 
features by the college authorities, this is 
certainly a remarkable showing. The topic 
does not need any discussion, The casualty 
list epeaks for itself. 
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| CHARLES H. HAM PROMOTED. 
The Secretary of the "Treasury has ap- 
pointed Mr. Charles H. Ham President of 
the Board of United States eral Ap- 
praisers. He has been a member of that 
body, and in many ways its most efficient 
member, since it was created in 1890, under 


the tariff act of that year. 


This appointment will be satisfying to 
Chicagoans because Mr. Ham was à resi- 
dent of this city for many years and tod 
an active part in its affairs. He was for 
many years the efficient goverumént ap- 
praiser here, and when removed for polit- 
ica] reasons the merchants of this city, with- 
out distinction of party, protested against 
a change which they believed was to the in- 
jury of the public service, 

The honest merchants, not of Chicago 
alone but of all American cities, will be 
pleased by Secretary Gage’s act, for they 
will see in it further evidence of his deter- 
mination that the customs laws, especially 
regarding undervaluations of imported 
goods, shall be enforced rigidly, so that the 
government may not be deprived of its rev- 
enues and that American merchants may 
not be driven out of the importing business? 

At present that business has passed al- 
most entirely into the hands of agents of 
foreign houses. They reside in tals coun- 
try, but do not become citizens. Even when 
the goods have already been sold they are 
consigned to these agents, because the lat- 
ter can’ be more safely intrus with the 
mysteries of the fraudulent undervalua- 
tions by which the payment of full duties 
is evaded, 

Those frauds at the port of New York, 
which are the invariable accompaniment, 
apparently, of ad valorem: duties, steal 
away the revenues of the government and 
make it impossible for the American import- 
er to compete with those “ agents.” 
frauds #lso deprive American manufactur- 
ers of competing goods of 2 considerable 
part of that protection which the lawmak- 
ers meant they should enjoy. 

Mr. Ham, while appraiser here, was one 
of the first men to point out how the under- 
valuations carried on at New York were 
interfering with direct importations to this 
city. He wrote and spoke about the matter 
incessantly, and strove to check that intol- 
erable evil. He feels as strongly about 
subject of fraudulent valuations as he ever 
did, and will do all in his power in his ne 
position to protect the government and its 
citizens, | : 

The fault does not lie in the laws so much 
as it does in the administering of those 
laws. There has been for years, and there 
still is, great carelessness and indifference— 
to state it mildly—in the New York Custom- 
house. But if Secretary. Gage takes the 
matter in hand, and his designation of Mr. 
Ham as President of the Board of General 
Appraisers is an indication that he intends 
to do so, the fraud system of foreign houses 


and their New York agents ” can be pretty 


nearly broken up. 


INHERITANCE TAX CASES, 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has assigned the 10th of January as the date 
for hearing arguments in the three cases 
arising under the Lilinois inheritance tax 
law of 1895, which have been appealed to it. 
This early hearing of cases which are near 
the foot of the docket was granted on the 
application of the Attorney General of this 
State. 

He informed the court that an early de- 
eision was desirable in the interest of the 
State and of many parties besides those 
who are directly concerned in the pending 
cases. The Attorney General declared that 
the State had expected to collect several 
hundred thousand ‘dollars of revenue an- 
nually under the inheritance tax law. Until 
the courts had disposed of the matter it 
could collect nothing, estates affected by the 
law would be tied up, and a multiplicity of 
suits would ensue. | 

The Supreme Court recognized the force 
of these reasons, and was also willing to 
oblige the Attorney General of a State 
when appearing in its behalf. Therefore, 
the pending cases will be determined about 
a year sooncr than they would have been 
if they had not been taken up out of their 
order. 

The Supreme Court of Illinois has Aeided 
that the inheritance tax law is not repug- 
nant to the constitution of the State. The 
Federal Supreme Court is asked to over- 
rule that decision on the ground that the 
provisions of the law conflict with the four- 
teenth amendment. 

It is contended that the inherftance tax 
deprives cRizens of their property without 
due process of law ”; that the exemptions 
and elaseifięations are arbitrary and unjust; 
and that a graduated tax is a denial of the 
equal protection of the law to those who 
have to pay the higher rates. 

The Ilinvis law creates three classes. 
One of them embraces those who are next 
of blood tothe decedent—his children, his 
parents, and his brothers and sisters. In 
their case there is a light tam and a large 
exemption. The second class takes in uncles, 
aunts, nieces, and nephews, and their de- 
scendants. They pay a double tax, and the 
amount exempted is smal],

tor. In their case, and theirs alone, there 
is a graduated tax, rising from 3 per cent 
on the smaller legacies to 6 per cent on the 
larger. ; 

The federal Supreme Court has decided 
that a State can impose an inheritance tax, 
not as a property tax but as payment for the 
enjoyment of the statutory priv 
ceiving property by inheritance or bequest. 
That court has not passed, however, on the

Argentina and French News Encour- 
age Early Selling—Morg Duluth 
‘Wheat on the Way to Chicago— 
Drought Continues Through the 
Winter Wheat States—Provisions 
Give to ‘Increased Hog Receipts— 
Coarse Grain Trade Evening Up.

In face of heavy realizing sales yester- 
days wheat market was strong and active, 
and closed at the top price of the session. 
with fractional additions to the notable 
gains of Friday. The market was decided- 
ly, active, and the.speculative activity of the 
floor — 2 in the wheat pit. A feature 
in the pit trade was.a change in the relation 
between the two popular futures. For a 
number of days back the trade has been 
drifting into May, and that delivery has 
been relatively stronger than December. 
Yesterday, however@nuch the best buying 
was of the nearby delivery, and the dis- 
count. of May, which was at one time e. 
widened out to 1c. While the net gain on 
May was only \%c the advance for the day in 
December was %c. Liverpool came with an 
advance of IK ind, which did not fully 
reflect the advance on this side. The open- 
ing was irregular, but did not average much 
above the clobing prices of Friday. The 
two considerations which encouraged early 
realizing and carried the market down to 
989 %% for December and 92%c for May were 
advices from the Argentine telling of favor- 
able outlook there, and advices frum Paris 
saying that nothing had been done regard- 
ing a reduction of grain duties. A lot of long 
wheat came out from various quarters. 
During a great part of the session fluctua- 
tions were within a narrow range, but later 
on the buying became general, and Decem- 
ber wheat sold a shade over 95c. 


December Wheat Over 85 Cents. 
Early sellers gurned buyers, but at the 


top figure there was a renewed realizing. . 


,While a large number of the scalpers seem 
disposed to fight the advance the market 
was in position ‘to readily absorb offerings 
pf wheat. Northwestern advices are bullish 
and the receipts were 971 cars, against 1,176 
a week ago and 4,088 a year ago. Two mill- 
ing concerns reported one day’s sales of 
one aggregating 130,000 bris. Norton- 
Worthington advertised the fact that they 
had started 105,000 bu-of Duluth wheat for 
Chicago, but so long as the December buy- 
Ing kept up this fact had no market sig- 
nificance. Continued drought throughout 
jhe winter wheat States was undoubtedly 
a factor and the action of the continental 
market utiquestiqnably had to do with the 
enthusiasm of the last half hour. Paris closed 
with flour futures up sharply and deferred 
wheat deliveries showing an advance of 60 
centimes. Antwerp was up 25 centimes on 
all varieties of wheat. New. York sent en- 
couraging estimates of the export business 
ot Friday and said the prospects were good 
for yesterday. The clearances were fully 
up to general expectations and the move- 
ment since July 1 is 71,000,000 bu. St. Louis 
reported 200,000 bu No. 2 red wheat ordered 
out by rail to New Orleans forexport. Local 
receipts of wheat were 139 cars, against 133 
a week ago and 188 a year ago. Withdraw- 
als from store were 145,000 bu. 

The two considerations in provisions were 
the larger receipts of hogs and the yellow 
fever reports. The statistics of hog move- 
ment had the more immediate effect, but 
the yellow. fever reports caused uneasiness, 
being from two important distributing 
points. Receipts of hogs last week were 
174.321, against 168,769 the same week last 
year. The estimates were from 155,000 to 
160,000 hogs. Yesterday’s receipts were 
greater than expected at 21,000. For Mon- 
day 42,000 are looked for and for the week 
at least 180,000.

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“BIG” EDITORIAL DEEDS. 


Atlanta, Editors Slaugh the Yan- 
kee Union Soldiers—And Sher- 
man Marched to the Sea. 


Atlanta, Ga., Oct. 20.—“ There was a 
time,“ said a veteran newspaper Colonel, 
lounging at his desk in an Atlanta office 
after the work of the day done, when 
Atlanta journalism numbered among fs 
adherents the wealth if not the wit of the 
community. That was during the last days 
before Sherman captured the town, when 
there were seven daily newspapers running 
in full blast. They cost only 50 cents a copy 
in Confederate money, and an ordinary citi- 
zen would buy a copy of ¢a¢h and go home 
with the entire batch under his arm to read 
the latest accounts of Yankee atrocities and 
Southern victories. F 

In those highly colored accounts of the 
campaigns in Georgia, Tennessee, and Vir- 
ginia it was made to appear that the gallant 
gray jackets were always on the dead run 


Federals, and firing at every jump, and a 
Yankee dropping at every shot. One would 
have supposed, in reading those narratives, 
that the Confederate army Was made up of 
giants, who strode forth, only to conquer 
and to pile up laurels d uU stacking hay 
around a pole. 

The Yankees, of course, were a very in- 
ferior face Of people, wouldn't fight, and 
when they did stop long enough to fire a 
gun always aimed wide of the mark, so that 
the loss on our side was Insignificant com- 
pared with the myriads of our foemen, who 
were mowed down at every discharge. The 
journalistic profession lost some of its 
brightest liars when the Confederacy fell. 
It was just prior to the siege of Atlanta, 
while Sherman was slowly drawing the 
coils of his mighty host aroutid the city, that 
Henry Watterson made his Appearance on 
the scene. He was then running a paper 
called the Rebel—running it by getting out 
a copy semi-occasionally, and running it out 
of the way of the Yankees. Watterson was 
in his prime and in his element all at the 
same time. Arrogant, vehement, flery, and 
ferocious; he ran the Rebel with a yell, and 
from Nashville, Tenn., he worked his way 
in advance of the Federal army to Atlanta. 
His colimns fairly blazed with defiance, 
and his accounts of the doings of the South- 
ern troops read like tales of the valiant 
crusaders of the middle ages. 

* But the Rebel did not thrive in the al- 
ready overcrowded atmosphere of Atlanta, 
and about the time that Sherman’s advance 
guard crossed the Chattahoochee River the 
Rebel yelled its last yell. Watterson be- 
came attached to the staff of the Southern 
Confederacy as an editorial writer. That 
newspaper was remarkable for the ability 
of its staff to keep away from the front. 
A gentleman who might have been anywhere 
from 125 to 150 years qid was engaged to 
act as financial editor, and his articles were 
marvels of logical argument going to show 


could be made worth $1.50 in silver or $1 in 
gold, and at least $10 in Yankée greenbacks. 

“Of the seven newspapers in existence 
when Sherman reached the Chattahoochce 
River only one lived.to tell the tale. That 
was the Atlanta Intelligence. The editor 
packed up his effects and skedaddled from 
Atlanta before the siege — and settled 
in Milledgeville. For the sake of the cause, 
however, he left a small job press here, and 
every day a man representing him issued a 
little strip printed on one side, which was 
filled up with the most glowing accounts 
of Confederate successes in Virginia and 
Yankee disasters. It was nothing to see 
the- announcement of 20,000 or 80,000 Federal 
troops shot down by the Confederate rifie- 
men, * a very trifling loss on our side, 
and to those who chose to believe such 
stories the reports called for much imbibing 
of spirits and a consequent flow of animal 
spirits. The fire-eaters were in their glory, 
and it was not until Sherman crossed the 
river that they began to get out of the way. 
Watterson finally left Atlanta, retreating 
slowly and stubbornly as far as Macon and 
hurling defiance from the top of avery sand 
ridge at Sherman and his cohorts of in- 
vaders.“

or not. It is a work at once scholarly, po- 
etical, and original. Its faults, according 
to American standards, are serious. It does 
not arouse laughter, and it is not full of 
‘action. In a word, it is not an entertain- 
ment in the ordinary sense of the word, 
And yet it draws excellent houses, which 
rather goes to show that there isan audience 
waiting to hear the poetic drama and not 
entirely intent upon amusement. . : 

It is only a few days ago that Mr. Wil- 
jard’s; presentation of Mr. Henry Arthur 
Jones’ new play, The Physician,” was 
‘condemned by the New York critics and 
withdrawn from the bills. Probably it isa 
bad play, and yet the only fault which was 
alleged against it was its morbidness. In 

“other words, it was not amusing and s0 it 
had to go. A public that really cares for the 
drama ought not to object toa play simply 
because it does not deal with the brightest 
side of life. But one has no leisure to con- 
sider the serious drama, and so“ The Man 
from Mexico is preferred to Romeo and 

Juliet.“ iH . 

For one moment, however, the tide has 
turned. For Bonnie Prince Charlie has 
won instant and unexpected recognition. 
It would be consoling to think that “ Romeo 
and Juliet might have a similar welcome, 
but that would be asking too much. 4 

Mr. Clarke’s version of Les Jacobites 
is far from being a great play, but as it has 
been attacked rather unnecessarily at sev- 


ral points it is only fair to give the author 


and the adapter their due. The chief com- 
plaint seems to be against the want of ac- 
tion in the opening scenes. Here is the 
national craze for perpetual 9 — in full 
evidence. The public has become 80 ac- 
customed to plays like Under the Red 
Robe” and Secret Service,” witfi their 
constant movement, that any repose grows 
tedious. It must be remembered also that 
in every French play the first act ig un- 
eventful, simply because it is generally per- 
formed to a half-filled house. There is much 
to be said for this arrangement. With the 
best intentions, it is difficult for many to sit 
down in their seats punctually at 8:15, and 
a talkative first act is therefore a blessing 
in disguise, for dt prevents missing the en- 


- tire thread of the plot. The evils of the 


‘other method of writing are apparent do 
any one who saw the comedy at the Schiller 


last week. No one coming into the theater 


five minutes after the curtain had risen 
could possibly have gained an inkling of the 
-story—perhaps he would have been equally 


in the dark if he had been punctual, but that 


$s neither here nor there—the fact remains 
that the less the plot is unraveled in the first 
act the better chance the audience has of en- 
joying the play. 

In the second act of “ For Bonnie Prince 
Charlie“ there is plenty of incident. Charles 
Edward discloses his love for Dora, Mary 

reveals her passion for Charles Edward, the 
chieftains betray their suspicions with re- 
‘gard to their leader's honor, and lay their 
trap for him. In fact, every preparation is 
made for the great climax in the third act. 
Yet the second act is undoubtedly the weak- 
est of the four. The incidents are put to- 
gether like pieces of patchwork, and they 
are obtrusively explanatory. There is also 
too much of the bivouac singing. A little 
bad music on the stage goes a long way, 
however characteristic it may be. More- 
over, the French courtier is a most absurd 
person. He is not only an extreme bore, but 
he talks in a language that is absolutely 
without excuse. Even if it were really good 
broken English it would be out of place in a 
poetical play, where djalect is mercifully 
prohibited in the other characters. But it 
is not broken English of any recognizable 
kind. Certainiy no Frenchman ever spoke 
such a hybrid tongue. The part is a foolish 
one in any case. . 

Altogether, the day is only saved by a 
really beautiful monologue, excellently 
rendered by Miss Julia Marlowe. 

The third act supplies the raison d’@étre of 
the play, and yet it is there that the author 
or his translator is most seriously at fault. 
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“ This is worse than death, or God grant 
that I may bear it through to the end!“ Mics 
Julia Marlowe is a sufficiently good actress 
to portray suffering without these explana- 
tory notes. 

Thirdly, there is far too much of Angus. 
His lines are rather of the claptrap kind at 
best, and half of them could be cut and never 
missed. As it is they prolong the agony past 
endurance. Mr. Dodson Mitchell, who plays 
the part, has developed an awful and won- 
derful voice, which would make his per- 
formance one of doubtful value even if his 
reading of the long harangue were not 
equally extraordinary. The acute moment 
in the scene is that in which the old man dis- 
covers that the guilty woman is his grand- 
daughter. Mr. Mitchell, who has already 
ranted to the top of his bent for some five or 
ten minutes, has used up most of his energy 
before he comes to the climax, and so in-

SHE, PREFERS CLASSIC ROLES. 


Miss Julia Marlowe Discusses the Rela- 
tive Merits of Heroines of Shakes- 
peare’s Dramas. 


“T have a preference for Shakspeare, and 
were a material possibility 


I wish it 
to devote all my time to him. But 
it costs a great deal nowadays to 


present the classic drama in a way to 
please the public, for we paint on such ex- 
pensive canvases. Why, in Romeo and 
Juliet’ there are ten or eleven scenes, and 
every one has to be mounted as carefully 
as the four, or possibly five, acts of the 
ordinary drama. And then there are other 
reasons why we think we are justified in 
giving much of our attention to For Bonnie 
Prince Charlie,’ notwithstanding some of 
the critics have found fault with it. Mary's 
sacrifice. which is depicted in the third act, 
is one that makes the greatest demands 
upon a woman. It surely must be account- 
ed a strong scene,” said Miss Julia Mar- 
lowe. She continued: 

„But I know the limitations of even such 
an admirable play as this one we have now. 
Patriotism is all well enough. It fres the 


imagination of some people, but it is not so 


nearly as potent as love. It is love that 
makes the world go round. And so it is the 
love element in nearly every play that takes 
it to succéss. It is almost a necessary con- 
dition; and I have quite decided I shall never 
accept another play which hasn't this ele- 
ment properly developed in it.“ 

„Don't you think it is your success in the 
portrayal of love that has made you suc- 
cessful in Shakspeare, when so many have 
failed?“ was suggested. 

„J count it a great privilege that I am 
able to appear in the characters Shakspeare 
has so beautifully portrayed. Romeo, Imo- 
gen, and the rest—it is worth a lifetime to 
seem to be them, even fora Httle time, 
scarcely more than two hours. For that 
short while they are real to me, and the 
wonderful thoughts Shakspeare has written 
for them gives one a new and clearer view 
of things. 

Imogen is the most beautiful heroine in 
fiction. To me she is the most lovable char- 
acter in Shakspeare. At the same time it 
must be understood that the play is not so 
effective theatrically as most of the better- 
known works of the great author, and this 
is the reason it is not so popular. I don’t 
mean to infer that Shakspeare has furnished 
the play or the character of Imogen tco 
scantily with dramatic material. On the 
contrary, both are full with all that go to 
make a drama great or a character worthy 
of consideration. 

“I remember once I knew of a Shake- 
pearean club in which a vote was taken on 
the most popular heroine. To my surprise 
Imogen received the least number. It is (o 
be supposed that Shakspearean clubs study 
Shakspeare; and yet the members of this 
club had failed to appreciate the beauty of 
Imogen's sweet, forgiving, unwavering love. 

Indeed, it seems to me that Shakspeare 
is at a flood tide in Cymbeline all the time. 
There could be nothing miore tragic than her 
scene with Pisanio, in which she first re- 
ceives the news that her husband would 
kill her. It is a most difficult scene, more 
especially so, because the author has given 
her so many wonderful things to say. I have 
found that it isn’t necessary to act much in 
these scenes of Shakspeare, the lines do so 
much when they are only given a chance. 
So in these most difficult scenes in ‘ Cymbe- 
line,’ as that in the third act with Pisanio, 
of which I spoke: 

Look:; 
I draw the sword myself; take it, and hit 
The innocent mansion of my love, my heart: 
Fear not; tis empty of all things but grief; 
The master is not there, who was indeed 
The riches of it. 


“Such pure, unselfish love as this means 
something that is quite subtle. It needs to 
be studied to be appreciated, and for that 
reason I am not surprised that many stu- 
dents are fondest of it. They like it better 
than either Viola or Rosalind, which ts not 
the case with most people. In her disguise 
she is se unhappy that she never thinks for 
a moment about it. She differs in this very 
much from Rosalind, who always tries to 
think and act like a boy. She is different 
from Viola, too, who is so conscious of her 
unusual condition that her heart ts faltering 
all the time, 

But Imogen goes on wholly unconscious 
of what happens about her. Her heart is set 
on one object, and that is her love. And the 
nobility and chastity of her soul shines 
through all that she says and does—so much 
so, indeed, that the dreadful Iachimo is at 
length compelled to pay a tribute to her. 
You know how the story ends. 

„Ot course, I must not forget Romeo 
and Juliet,’ which is by far the most popular 
of the Shakspearean plays which I present. 
Perhaps I havé come to like it better on 
this account, for I enjoy playing in it now 
more than I used to enjoy Imogen. To be 
sure, the play is the essence of love. It has 
no other theme, and it needs none; That 
has Kept it alive for several hundred years, 


and I have no doubt it will continue to do as 


much for it. Moreover, it-is love in the sim- 
ple way of which most people can easily 
dream. Juliet is just a «ri, who only loves; 
but she loves so sincerely that she becomes

GLASGOW’S LESSON IN 
MUNICIPAL REFORM. 


(Continued from thirty-seventh page.) 


of handling the police department. Instead 
of limiting its authority and restricting its 
activity Glasgow has endowed it with 
broader functions and ampler powers. The 
police of Glasgow are practically the mem 
of all work of the city. They are responsi- 
ble not only for the preservation of public 
order, but for the preservation of the health, 


mothers, with babies bound about them in 
shawls, like pappooses, in a fashion pecullar 
to Glasgow, and with other little children 
dragging at their skirts. I saw scores of 
old women in rags wandering about bare- 
footed in a temperature below 50°, upon 
pavements slimy with cold mud. 

When the Duke of York and his wife 
rode along the shrieks of the babies were 
audible above the cheering. 


Destroy the Decorations. 


% As soon as the procession was over the 
populace fell upon the decorations. Gar- 
lands and wreaths were torn down. Flower 
pots were snatched from the poles and car- 
ried away or wantonly smashed on the 
ground. Every cab horse and huckster's 
cart was decked with paper roses. Tens of 
thousands of the crowd decorated them- 
selves with sprays of evergreen. What the 
brutal mob had no use for it dragged about 
in the dust. The very poles were often 
pulled down and thrown about the streets. 


„The police looked on carelessly. Those | 


of the crowd who did not join in the wreck- 
ing merely laughed at it. The spirit of the 
mass was coarse and brutal. 

„In an hour the Duke and Duchess, driv- 
ing to the train through streets that had 
been so gay and beautiful, looked on a dis- 
mal wreck of what had cost tens of thou- 
sands of dollars and infinite expenditure of 
artistic taste and labor. 

‘‘'The second time I saw Glasgow all the 
glow of it was gone. The streets were dull 
and gloomy, the people more dismal and 
woebegone than ever.“ 

The suffrage in Glasgow is practically uni- 
versal, but a large proportion of the poorer 
inhabitants do not take advantage of it. To 
be enrolled as voters citizens must have paid 
a trifling rate or tax for the relief of the 
poor. By failing to vote they avoid paying 
this insignificant tax. So poor and mean is 
the spirit of this part of Glasgow’s popula- 
tion, or, putting it perhaps more fairly, so 
recent is their elevation to the dignity of 
real citizenship, that from two-thirds to 
three-quarters of this class fail to vote at 
all. 2 : 

Nearly a hundred thousand Glasgow men 
who could voteif they would take no interest 
in politics. At least one, and likely two, 
generations more must pass before Glas- 
gow's greatest efforts can elevate the lower 
class of its citizens to that level of intelli- 
gent participation in public affairs which is 
one great source of life and vitality in mu- 
nicipal government, 1 


Republicans Do Well in Connectieut. 

The success of the Republicans in the town 
elections in Connecticut shows very clearly 
that the Nutmeg State is still faithful to the 
cause which was triumphant there one year 
ago by a plurality of 53,000 in a total vote 
which was less than 175,000. The Republic- 
ans have made general gains everywhere 
and the new constitutional amendment 
offered for the consideration of the voters 
of the State seems to have been adopted. 
This amendment provides that only persons 
“able to read in the English language any 
article of the constitution, or any section of 
the etatutes of the State,“ shall be admitted 
to the rights of the elective franchise. 


based on the advancement of the individual, 
not the community. This principle of self- 
betterment has so permeated society that 
the interest of the whole community has 
been lost sight of. 

It is said that in a condition of social 
equality man would have lost his chief in- 
centive to build; that he would degenerate 
into a mechanical being, so oppressed with 
his narrow groove in life that death would 
be a relief. 

To believe this is to hold man capable of 
no other impulses than those arising from an 
empty stomach. People lose sight of the 
fact that the mind develops according to the 
field it has to grow in. 

With our system, where might and cun- 
ning are the chief factors in what we call 
success, what wonder is it that the boundary 
between right and wrong is often over- 
stepped? The child is instilled with the 
knowledge that it must fight to gain its very 
bread, and, growing up, seeing the hard 
reality of life, never stops to think of any 
other way, but plunges into the struggle, 
and it is largely a matter of circumstances 
whether it keeps to any standard or not. 

Remove the cause for this useless waste 
of energy, which, if properly directed, would 
build a thousand worlds, and you have elim- 
inated the chief cause of crime. In a state 
where the competition for life was not, new 
and higher fields would open for millions of 
minds that are now taken up entirely by the 
problem of escaping starvation. 

The quarrel is not with the capitalist. It 
is with the system that permits such a 
thing, and the centralization of wealth will 
grow greater as time continues on. Any one 
possessing even the most rudimentury 
knowledge of social economy is fully aware 
that capital and its possessor are not a nec- 
essary factor in the life of the nation, but 
merely exist because it is thoughi the best 
policy of government by the majority of the 
people, The idea that capital is a real, tangi- 
ble quantity is ridiculous, It is merely a 
deed, as it were, to so much real property, 
and is only needed where each individual is 
a separate and distinct industrial agent. 

To divide the nation’s wealth equallly and 
start anew under the same system would re- 
sult in the same condition in the same time. 
As soon as a man attains to a position where 
he acquires value without producing he 
begins to prate about opportunity,” and 
the people are so dazzled by the thought that 
they forget the simple fact that the propor- 
tion of such to the mass is about one in a 
thousand. To bring about a change for the 
better for the mass of the people the prin- 
ciples that underlie the government must be 
altered. 

When the people learn to put a literal 
translation upon the words ‘‘ Dounto others 
as you would be done by” the world will 
have struck thé plane that leads to peace.

READY FORTHE COLD 


City Street Car Lines Put on 
Their Winter Garb. 


NEW CARS BY HUNDREDS.

Unusual Preparations Made for 
the People's Comfort. 


now at Pullman, and the first of them will 
| be put in use early this week. A few of 
these cars may also be put on the Sedgwick 
and Larrabee street lines. ‘ 

The new features of these paragons of 
cars are to be, besides their elaborate fin- 
ishings, larger round vestibules made of 
steel, in which the motormen will be pro- 
tected, fewer windows of a much larger 


size, and special features of comfort and 
convenience in the seats. They are to be 
heated by electricity, and.are guaranteed to 
make the residents of the West and South 
Sides pale with envy. 

All the electric lines of the North Side are 
prepared to fare well this winter. Over 200 
cars have been put through the shops, and 
are now fitted with closed vestibules, mod- 
ern windows, and electric heaters. They 
are, as far as all outward and inward ap- 
pearance goes, new cars. 


North Side to Be Warm. 


On all the North Side electric lines electric 
heaters have been made standard. They are 
considerably more expensive than stoves, 
but in cleanliness and efficiency they are so 
far superior that it has been decided to con-

are also provided with the new car heat- 
ers, which are placed above the seats and 
which are certain to greatly raise the 
average temperature of the West Side cars 
during the coming cold weather. 

On the Ogden avenue, Van Buren street, 
Taylor street, and other electric lines, new 
motor cars have just been put in operation. 
They are 300 in number, with warm vesti- 
bules for the motormen, electric heaters, and 
every convenience for the people. They are 
a novelty to the patrons of the Southwest 
electric lines, and will go far toward making 
the publie comfortable this winter. 

Some idea of the preparations which the 
West Chicago street railroad company has 
been making for the coming frigidity may 
be judged from the work done in their shops 
during the last few months. All summer, in 
fact, the shops have been working full force, 
and $40,000 has been spent there in the effort 
to get ready for fall. In place of the old 
style vestibules, doors, ceilings, and stoves 
in the cars, there have been put modern 
sheltered vestibules, lower steps, double or 
easily sliding doors, ornamental ceilings, and 
electric heuters. The transformation has 
been so great that the equipment of a year

Taking the situation all over the city into 
account, the traveling public has every 
reason to feel pleased over the outlook for 
transportation facilities this winter. The 
elevated roads, without exception, will use 
electric heaters, and the suburban services 
on the Illinois Central and Northwestern 
roads, steam. The trolley lines running 
out beyond the ends of the three big sys- 
tems are all equipped either with electric 
heaters or modern stoves. New cars are 
In evidence everywhere, together with a 
general disposition to care for the comfort 
of the passengers. Considered in the light 
of future developments, the apparent de- 
sire to please the people displayed by the 
street railroad companies argues ultimately 
great improvements in Chicago's transpor- 
tation facilities. .

He Gained Freedom by Making 


Trouble for the Overseer.

2 life story of a Chicago man. 


He is Thomas M. Graves, now city sales- 
man for a coal mining company, formerly a 


gailor on the lakes, and before that a virtual 

glave on Navassa. For in 1865, when Mr. 

Graves went through his experience, there 

were white men as well as negroes among 
the laborers on the island. 

“There were twelve of us,” said Mr. 
Graves, who went out together. We ex- 
pected something far different from what we 
found. On the wall of the company’s office, 
where we had signed the contract—the same 
contract described in last Sunday’s paper 
there was a picture of an island, a pretty 
green island with white houses showing 
here and there, and the American flag float- 
ing over it. It was lettered.‘ Navassa,’ and 
‘we thought it was. Navassa, but it wasn’t. 
We found that out later. 

Our first glimpse of what was in store 
for us came when we sighted the island. 
There weren't any green woods, there 
weren't any white houses. It was gray and 
dirty, the home of countless sea birds, and 
its only buildings were three-shanties and 
the quarters of the Captain—I see they call 
him ‘superintendent’ now; we didn’t. 

“Our next lesson was the food. There 
was no pretense about that. It was branded 
plainly and distinctly, ‘Army rejected.’ 
The meat was so decayed it would almost 
fall to pieces, and the hardtack was mostly 
maggots. We saw what there was ahead of 
us. It was easy enough to see. There wert 

men about us who had been on the island 
for two years and were worn. to. mere 
shadows. 

* We looked over the ground and made up 
our minds that our cnly salvation was to 
stick together and make ourselves as dis- 

agreeable as possible. If we made as much 
trouble as we could they might discharge us. 
There was a chance, of course, that some of 
us might get killed for making trouble, but 
it was life or death anyway. 

“As a beginning. one day when the food 
was especially bad I nailed a piece of pork 
to one side of the door, a piece of hardtack 
to the other. As a result I was told that I 
would get nothing more to eat until I had 
taken down the pieces from the door and 
eaten them. Then we went in a body to the 
Captain’s quarters. We told him we wanted 
better food and would have it. He asked 
how we expected to get it. 

_ “* Peaceably,’ I said, ‘if we can; forcibly 
if we must.’ 

He reached for his pistol—he always had 
it handy. We drew our knives. Usually 
when a man landed on the island the point 
was broken off his knife by the mate. That 

shows what sort of a place it was. We had 
resisted the attempts to treat ours so, and 
they were as good as ever. The Captain 
knew it, and he weakened. 

After that they were afraid of us—both 
the Captain and the mate—and in a little 
time we were discharged.

Tells of Sedan. 


General du Vernols gives an interesting 
account of Sedan and after as written down 
by him at the time. 


One of the first armies of the world,“ he. 


remarks, ‘‘ which had fought with heroic 
bravery, and which a short time ago had 
numbered nearly 150,000 men, a French army 
with the Emperor at its head, had been re- 
duced to a state in which resistance was an 
impossibility and forced to surrender un- 
conditionally. The history of war records 
many a catastrophe, but one on such a scale 
as this has never been inscribed on its pages 
before.“ 

It was about 11 o clock at night when Gen- 
eral von Wimpfren, who had succeeded Mac- 
Mahon in command of the French army, the 
latter being wounded, cameover to the Prus- 
sian headquarters to arrange the conditions 
of surrender. General du Vernois gives a 
dramatic description of this historic scene: 

Two candelabra with candles burnt 
down to various lengths and an old oil lamp 
did not suffice to light up the closely packed 
room; the Generals and Count Bismarck gat 
down around the table; we others stood 
round their chairs. The various uniforms, 
the solemn silence, the grave faces covered 
with perspiration and dust in the almost 
uncanny light, all this I shall never forget. 
The scene Was made still more spectral by 
a ray of light which escaped from the broken 
globe of the lamp, gliding up along the wall 
till it fell on an excellent portrait of Napo- 
leon I., who looked down on the wonderful 
assembly at his feet and seemed to ask 
mutely from the world of spirits what it 
meant.“ 


Surrender of the French. 


General von Wimpffen tried hard to get 
better conditions than those that Moltke 
proposed, but in vain. 

“If you do not accept our conditions,“ 
said that iron-willed soldier, the order 
will be given tomorrow early—much to my 
regret—to open the bombardment, and then 
there will be useless bloodshed, which will 
only make your position worse.’’ 

General von Wimpffen as twenty-four 
hours for cbdnsideration, to ich Moltke 
replied: If by tomorrow morning at 9 
o’clock I have not received your answer the 
signal will be given for hostility to recom- 
mence.“ 55 

It was then midnight. General du Vernois 
drew up a draft of the conditions at Moltke’s 
dictation, and at 8 o'clock he turned in. The 
rest of the story is told by Bronsart, who 
had been sent into the French camp: 

“Scarcely had we washed and dressed 
next morning and drank a cup of coffee, 
when the news came: ‘The Emperor is 
here and waiting. in a house not quite a mile 
from Donchery.’ 
Podbielski at once drove out with us. Count 
Bismarck, who had received the news be- 
fore us, was there already. It looked as if 
the Emperor were anxious not to stay any 
longer in the midst of his army. The ca- 
tastrophe had loosened the bonds of dis- 
cipline. If the news of the capitulation be- 
came known everything was to be feared 
from the infuriated soldiers. Therefore he 
had appeared at our outposts early in the 
morning. We found the suite of the Em- 
peror before a small peasant's house, which, 
situated on the high road, was only sepa- 
rated from it by a small courtyard sloping 
somewhat steeply down to it. Very scon 


afterwards General von Moltke came out 


again and drove oh to meet the King with 
the draft of the capitulation which had been 
made out during the night.

In the course of conversation with the 
King the Emperor is reported as having said 
that he had been forced into the war,“ and 
that he felt himself personally conquered ”’ 
by the Prussian artillery. ._ After some time 
both sovereigns appeared in the conserva- 
tory, where the King addressed some words 
to the suite of the Emperor, and where the 
Crown Prince also conversed with the Em- 
peror; then the lattér accompanied the King 
as far as the steps. 

Next morning,” says Bronsart, the 
Emperor, escorted by two squadrons of Hus- 
gars, drove past our windows as a prisoner 
toward the Belgian frontier. We also set 
out for the headquarters of the King at Ven- 
dresse, the first stage on the road to Paris.“ 

The war is over now, but the statutes of 
the lost provinces are still draped in black 
in the Place de la Concorde.

Styles in Fur Moujiks. 

The new fur moujiks are fascinating cre- 
ations, and to my mind the fashion is the 
prettiest that has been in vogue for many 
years. In fact, fur coats have nearly always 
been ugly affairs, but the little, saucy 
moujiks are chic and stunning in the ex- 
treme. They hang loosely from the shoul- 
ders and are seen belted tightly with some 
jeweled girdle, leaving a smart little basque 
to stick out saucily about the hips, and to 
show plainly under its folds the beautiful 
satin or brocade lining which is chosen with 
great care always. 

Moujiks of sealskin, of persienne, of chin- 
chilla, and sable and even ermine, are shown 
in the great fur establishments here, and 
one’s admiration for them is only equaled 
by the astonishment at the price, which 
is something tremendous. 

Of course, the ermine blouses are only to 
be worn in one’s carriage in passing to the 
theater, concert, or reception. They are the 
most regal and superb creations, and are 
belted with rhinestone girdles. They have 
great, rich revers of the same fur, rolling 
collars, and old-time yellowed lace in the 
sleeves, while the richest of rare old lace 
cravats are tied at the throat. Nearly all 
these moujiks are lined with pale yellow 
gatin, which blends beautifully with them 
and shows prettily under the folds of the 
basque. 

The seal, persienne, and chinchilla mou- 
jiks are the favorites for street wear and 
it is hard to choose which will suit one’s 
fancy. Of course, the real sable moujiks 
are only, within the means of the very 
wealthiest people of earth, and I am told 
that the Duchess of Marlborough has just 
ordered one which cost a fabulous sum, 
being made of the skins of the real Russian 
sables.

untrimmed. The stock is of brown velvet, 
with a ruche above it of white mousseline de 
sole. 

The hat is one of the dashing affairs I have 
just been describing. It is of white felt 
trimmed with masses of brown velvet anda 
brilliant green paradise plume. 

The other costume is one of the chic tucked 
affairs that first came into vogue in the 
cpring. It is of pale brown cloth, and is 
trimmed with a piping of black velvet, and 
has the rich finish of black velvet stock and 
ceinture. 

The skirt is cut almost exactly like the one 
just described, and it is trimmed about the 
bottom with twelve tucks an inch anda half 
deep. It is lined with brilliant bluette taffe- 
ta, and is bound about the immediate bot- 
tom with a large round binding of black vel- 
vet. 

The body is nearly all of tucks, the body 
being laid in the same depth of tucks as the 
skirt, a sort of extended yoke arrangement 
extending over the shoulders and down the 
front. This is piped all around with a large 
roll of black velvet. 

The sleeves have the whole upper part 
above the elbow tucked deeply, and the little 
basque below the belt is made of three tucks. 
The black velvet stock is very high and tight, 
and is finished off by @ full ruche of bluette 
gauze, frills of the same finishing the wrists. 


New Paris Evening Gowns. 

Paris evening gowns are bewilderingly 
pretty and varied as to the matter of sleeves, 
some having them to the finger tips, others 
just a short bebe puff, and some with none 
at all, only a little strap passing over the 
shoulder and leaving the whole arm exposed.

Around a small 
space in the center, where the King and 
Queen received their guests, were grouped 
the coronation robes of Napoleon, the torn 
blanket of Garibaldi, and the wonderful 
dalmatic of Charleme „ which proud 
Rienzi wore when he ent ome.

One great turquois cameo of the rape of 
Proserpine in this collection is almost large 
enough to cover the back of the hand, and 
there are some beautiful examples of those 
Inlaid with Persian inscriptions. 

In thumb rings the most splendid are those 
given by the Popes to Cardinals—though 
they did not always accompany the scariet 
hat, and Wolsey’s great anxiety lest a ring 
should not be sent with his preciaus head 
covering stands recorded. Of heroic size, 
they stand up several inches from the hand, 
and of course would be good in effect only 
when worn with massive vesture. Usually 
they are set in brass or bronze, with great 
cabochens, or uncut stones.

LAGSTAFF, Ari., Oct. 12.—" We've got 
a new kind of game now tn Arizona,” 
said a man at Flagstaff who had just 
come in from the mesa, “‘ and if you 
tenderfeet are after some sport, and 
to be chased off the top of the earth, I 


- ean take you to the place. What is it? 


Why, horses. Just plain bronchos, and as 
ornery a lot of kiuses as you ever saw. The 
- fact is that the whole northern part of Ari- 
gona is overrun with them, and I'm taking 
a petition to Attorney General Fraser, signed 
by every one up in our country, asking that 
the territory either pay 60 much for their 
scalps, or give the boys the legal right to 
clean them out. 

„It's my private opinion,” he added, 
“that the wild horses have got the start, 
and nothing is going to stop them but a com- 
_pany of cavalry. They are just like deer, 
and as vicious as possible, and the man that 
corners them has to look out for himself. 
They are ordinary horses that have escaped 
from bands from time to time, and formed 
in a herd under the lead of a stallion. As 
they have increased they have broken up, 
so that hundreds of herds have formed, and 
several thousand wild horses are on the 
ranges, eating good fodder, stampeding cat- 
tle and sheep, and making a nuisance of 
themselves. 

Last month I went out on a regular hefse 
hunt with a party, and the animals gave us 


all we wanted. In the band near our pla 


there were four or 95 152 mares, led 
by a stallon known as B Hawk. as black 
as night. We thought would take them 
in and break them; so A dozen of us started 
off with lariats. We were all mounted on 
the dest ot Stock known in this section, and 
we though would be @ mere lark to run 
them in. The band had been stampeding 

our stock, and ally got so bold that they 
would come up near the camp on the run, 
then stop short and look at us, giving a 
gort of challenge, as it were, and then wheel 
off like the wind. 

Form a Horse Hunt. 


“We started early in the morning and 
rode across the mesa for about ten miles 
without seeing a thing; then one of our 
3 thought he saw some antelopes over 

big butte. They were coming our way, 
go we stopped, and in 4 few minutes it 
dawned upon us that they were a band of 
wild bronchos. They were moving along in 
a bunch, and the wind had lifted a column 
of dust so that they looked like a big comet 
Aying along the ground with the tall in the 
gir. They had evidently sighted us, and 
were going to stampede our horses. You 
know how Indians throw themselves out of 
sight on their horses? Well, we played the 
game game, and rode slowly along, looking 
at the flying bronchos just under the necks 
of our animals. On they came—nearly fif- 
ty of them—like a whirlwind, and present- 
ly we saw that they were led by the big 
black etallion that so many persons have 
tried to capture. It was with the greatest 
difficulty that we kept our horses quiet, and 
it. was easy to see how the wild horses could 
stampede other animals. When the drove 
were within twenty yards of us they sep- 


“arated, as though to surround us. Then we 


could hold our animals no longer, and at 
the word from the boss we dashed at the 
drove. 

Run Faster than Antelope. 

“It was the sight of my life. and I’ve 
been on the plains for years in all kinds of 
places. The wild horses stopped instantly. 
all except the black stallion. He came on 
„ until he reached us, then threw himself on 
his haunches, pawing the air, For a moment 
his head seemed to be surrounded with la- 
riats, and I would have sworn that two went 
over, but he dodged them all and ran at us, 
striking our horses, and after beating his 
way directly through he turned and ran. 
The others had deserted) him, and et was 
now a race to the finish, I've seen some 
riding, but this beat anything in my expe- 
rience. It was a fairly good country, but 
cut by washouts, so that one moment we 


were in the béd of a wash and the next fly- 


ing along the mesa, or leaping some creek 
over the bowlders, or circling around buttes. 


Finally we ran down into the level country, 


where big buttes rise u e ruins of houses 
—a place the men call the Enchanted 
City. Here the herd gained on us, and after 
four hours of the hardest riding, we saw 
them climb out of a big arroyo, going right 
up the slope that our horges half an, hour 
later absolutely refused, and so they @isap- 
peared. We were dead beat, and all ready 
to acknowledge it. I don’t believe there is 


a horse in Arizona that can catch that stal- 


uon.“ 
Herds in Many States. 
The Governor of the State has been re“ 
Quested to take some action, and undoubted- 


ly the curious exhibition of men trying to 
exterminate horses will be seen. Arizonu is 


not the only State where such horses are 
found, Large herds are to be seen in Call- 
fornia, and on the San Joaquin plains a
